They Were Out on a Pleasure Sail and 
< the Filipinos Took Them. 


Manila, June 1,—Details regarding the 
capture by Filipinos of two officers of 
the United States hospital ship Reltef 
yesterday have just been obtained. The 
Relief lies in the harbor in front of this 
city. Third Officer Fred. Heppy and 
Assistant Engineer Obharles Blandford 
rigged a sail on one of the ship's boats 
and went sailing along the shore, on the 
south, opposite the insurgent lines. The 
boat became becalmed near the shore and 
some native canoes with Filipinos on 
board put omt and captured the two men, 
who were unarmed, and took possession 
of the boat. The U. S. turret ship Mon- 
adnock quickly sent a boat with a land- 
ing party ashore, under oover of hor 
guns and shelled the shore briskly. The 
natives, however, rushed the prisoners 
into the woods before the Monadnook’s 
boat reached land. Persons on board 
several other ships saw the affair through 
glasses, but were unable to prevent the 
capture of Messrs. Heppy and Blandford.

The Best Temperature for Health Is 
Abeut 54 F, 


The conditions affec.ing the tempera- 
ture of the body other than those due to 
physiological conditions are very numer- 
ous. First and most obvious is the tem- 

erature of the surrounding atmosphere. 

t is a well-established fact that an 
average temperature of the air of 54 de- 
grees F. is best adapted to the publio 
health, for at that temperature the de- 
composition of animal and vegetable 
matter ia slight and normal temperature 
is most easily maintained. Kvery degree 
of tomperature above or below that point 
requires a more or less effort of the heat- 
regulating power to maintain the proper 
equilibrium. 

Even more potent in elevating the bod- 
ily temperature is the introduction into 
the blood, whether by respiration or by 
direct injection, of putrid fluids and the 
gases of decomposing matters. If this in- 
jection is repeated at short intervals, 
death will occur with a high temperature. 
The air of cities contains emanations, in 
hot weather, from a vast number of 
sources of animal and yegetable decom- 
position, and the inhalation of air so 
vitiated brings in contact with the blood 
these deleterious products in a highly 
divided state which cause a fatal elevation 
of temperature in the young, old and en- 
feobled. The same effect 1s produced by 
the air in close and heated places, as in 
tenement houses, workshops, schvol- 
houses, hospital wards and other rooms 
where many persons congregate for hours.

a scarf ring given to Byron by his sister, 
for $120 a medal commemorating the 
poet’s services in promoting the freedom 
of Greece, and for $100 a walnut shell, 
gold mounted, inclosing small perfume 
bottles. George A. Hearn paid $250 for 
an ormolu clock the poet had owned J, 
A. Baker took a souvenir book of sketches 
and poems, made up from papers found 
among the poet’s effeots, for $450. H. RB. 
Smith gave $100 for a gald filigree card 
case with Byron’s coronet on one site, 
and Carl Glucksman $105 for a miniature 
of Pope, which was among the Byron 
relics. —Philadelphia Press. .

Dr. Burwash dissented from this view. 
It was partially owing to public statements 
concerning Dr. Workman by the Gen. 














Oommittee. The Supe, had the same right 
as other men to enter charges. 

To this the Supt, replied that the Gen. 
Supt. had arraigned certain teachings and 
would continue to arraign what he consid- 
ered false doctrine ; that he did s0 in con 
nection with a man’s name he did not 
know. 

Remarks were made by ex-President 
McDiarmid, Rey. T. Manning, Rev. F. B. 
Stratton and others. 

Rey. R. W, Young thought it strange 
that such a committee's report could not 
be heard. Chancellor Burwash asked the 
chair if he would rule that he could not 
accept the report as coming under the 
question, ‘‘Are there any objections or 
charges preferred against any minister ?” 
And further, would he rule the report out 
of Conference sessions entirely, 

Chairman—Most decidedly he would 
under this question, and then entirely as 
ultra vires of this Conference. 


Upon this Dr. Burwash gave nvtice of 
appeal against this decision to the General 
Conference Court of Appeal. 


Dr. Workman then took the flocr and 
briefly stated his position. There were 
misreports, misconceptions and misunder- 
standings. He would nol, however, say 
misrepresentations. It had gone abroad 
that his teaching was un-Methodist and un- 
evangelical. bie could assure the brethren 
that this was not so, and had never been 
so, And after nearly eight years, he said, 
| ask this Conference not for a trial but an 
investigation. I ask this asa matter of 
justice. He had been as loyal to the doc- 
trines of the Methodist Ohurch all along, 
as he was when he offered himself a young 
man at college. He was a Methodist 
through and through. He had had offers 
from other churches, some very recently, 
but he had refused them. 


The matter was then dropped for the 
present. 


The question was asked if Rev. J. O, 
Ash was a member of the Conference and 
if he was deprived of his ministerial func- 
tions. 


Dr, Carman read a4 carefully prepared 
reply, following a reference to the records, 
showing that Rev, Mr. Ash had no place 
whatever on the Conference floor as a 
minister of the Church. 


This concluded the afternoon session. 

The Conference proper opened this morn- 
ing. From 9 to 10 o'clock deyotional exer- 
cises were held, conducted by Rey. Thos, 
Manning. A large number of the breth- 
ren took part in the exercises. Ley. Dr. 
Carman, General Superintendent, presided 
at the opening proceedings. 


Before proceeding with the roll call the 
General Supt. addressei the Conference 
at considerable length. They were met 
together as christians, as officers and mem- 
bers of the church,as Britcns,as philanthro- 
pists. They hadalso met for the glory of 
God and to assist in the upbuilding of the 
empire, They were hero in a united effort 
to work for God, which would not be 
successful if disentegrating forces were 
at work. Weare here to subjugate the 
earth to Ohrist. Wo .c commis- 
sioned to do this, We are ambas- 
sadors and have our credentials for 
such work. Sin has mighty upheaving, 
and we are here to resist the inyasions of 
iniquity. It was joy to him to be assembled 
here in the Bay City, a place dear to early 
Methodism. He hoped the hospitality of 
Methodism would never dig out, and hoped 
that Belleville would keep it up to high 
water mark. The Rey. Dr. spoke at some 
length on the 20th century fund, He ask- 
ed the Conference to designate a brother 
who would associate himself with him (the 
Supt.) and others selected by the Confer- 
ences of the Methodist Ohurch of Caneda. 
This moyement was inaugurated by the 
General Conference, and it was desired to 
raise $1,000,000. It needed in 
this movement the hearty co-operation 
of the various Oonferenges, the min- 
ieters and laymen. This matter should be 
spontaneous. The money would be used 
all branches of church work, such as 
for educational work, mission work, church 
delts romoved, and for superannuation. 
Some might say that the St. James church 
fund might interfere with the century 
fund, Speaking for himself, the Rey. gen- 
tleman said if it was a question of saving 
that church and making a difference to the 
fund, by all means save the church, 


The question of the Sabbath day sanctity 
of this country was an important one. Up- 
on the Legislation of this country a proper 
influence should be brought to bear in re- 
ference to this important matter. There 
is @ tendency in this country to enoroach 
upon the sanctity of the holy day. Some 
of our Legislators are not as careful of the 
Lord’s day as they should be. It was 
time that we arise and propare to defend 
the sanctity of the Sabbath, 


The prohibition question was next 1efer- 
red to by the Gen. Supt. He said he was 
grieved at the reply given bythe Premier 
in reference to this question. AJl the 
Provinces in the Dominion but one had 
recorded a majority in favor of prohibition, 
and this should have some weight The 
answer was little better than a Slap in the 
face, It would not have been beneath the 
dignity of the Premier to haye considered 
some means of logislation. ‘The tempur- 
ance people would yet rise in their might 
and oyerthrow the present r 
ment and place in power another,

Rifles and revolvers cracked away for a 
period of about ten minutes, when all was 
again still, and the neighbourhood sank 
back into its original quietude, 

A report was going the rourds that the 
fight was started by the Montreal man, 
who fired shots in the air, but this is 
denied. A News reporter this morning 
visited the car containing the Montreal 
men, who have been dubbed ‘*scabs” by 
the trackmen, At first the men were 
highly indignant that they should be asked 
for information regardiig the affair, after 
the manner in which they had been treat- 
ed. ‘We will not soon forget Kingston,” 
said one of their leaders, ‘‘This is cer- 
tainly one city in Canada where no attempt 
is made to preserve law or order, There is 
no protection here for life or limb, fhd the 
authorities do not seem to care whether 
men are shot down hke dogs or not. The 
report is not true that we started the 
‘ trouble last night, but at the same time 
| we were better prepared than we were the 

night before, e did not intend to be 
shot down like dogs without a struggle.” 


One of the men went on to state that he 
was lying with a comrade between the 
wheels of their car on watch, as they had 
been previously warned that there would 
again be trouble. He first noticed a man 
| creeping up in the gress from the east, and 

a minute later saw four more men making 
!for the stone house from the west. He 
signalled his com ades in the «+r to get 
prepared, and they did as much as was 
possible. Some of the men got out of the 
car, and exposed themselves to the bullets 





‘and stones of the-hidden enemy, while 


others who were unarmed remained in the 
car and aided in any way they could. The 
_fight was hot and furious while it lested, 
| but fortunately no ono was struck by a 
| bullet, although the car was riddled. ‘The 
Montreal party did not know whether any. 
one had been struck by them or not. 


The foreman went on to state that his 
gang was composed of men who had work- 
ed for the company for years. Their jobs 

| were as much to them as were those of any 
employee, and when they were ordered to 
any place they had to go. They were not 
scabs, but mechanics. ‘‘If we are attack- 
ed again, you can depend upon it that we 
will shoot to kill. We have a couple of 
Winchester rifles and will use them. 


The car was found to have suffered con- 
siderably from the bullets, while there were 
various bullet holes in the windows, Thero 
was one large hole, which looked very 
much as if it had been made by a heavy 
rifle. Shot-guns were also used. The side 
of the car is well filled with shot. ‘Tho 
men have @ héap of stones in the car, 

_ Which were thrown through the windows, 
and they intend to keep them as relics. 
, They range from the size of a cocoanut to 
_ that of a goose-egg. 
An Alderman stated this morning that 
} Mayor Ryan would be justified in ordering | 
the strangers from the place, as the distur- 
bances were frightening the lives out of 
residents in the lower section of the city. 
One thing is certain, that something should 
be done. It would not be at all surprising 
if someone, or perhaps many, were killed 
if another attack takes place.

‘To this the 
Transvaal Government replied, under 
date of March 9) controverting the argu- 
ments of Mr. Chamberlaif, and stating 
that Her Majosty’s Government was not 
entitled to a protest, 

Mr, Chamberlain, on April 21, how- 
eyer, renewed the British protest, adding 
that Her Majesty's Government reserved 
its rights. In answer to this the ‘Trans- 
vaal Government replied, on May 22, 
With two ourt sentences, fo the effect 
that it abided with the views expressed 
in its communication of March 9, 


THE HAGUE CONFERENCE. 


American Mediation Schome Adopted - 
Explosive Bullots Prohitbited— 
There Are Tangles. 


The Hague, June 2.—The American 
mediation scheme - was unanimously 
adopted at yesterday's sitting of the sub- 
committee, which embodied as article 7 
the scheme prepared by the sub-commit- 
tee, with few alterations, 

The first commission, by a vote of 18 
to 8, has adopted a resolution prohibit- 
ing the use of Dumdum (or flattened 
bullets). Italy, Austria and Great Brit- 
ain formed the minority. 

It was also resolved to prohibit the use 

of explosives from balloons and explosive 
bullets, 
* An agreement was found to be impos- 
sible on all the important proposals and 
the conviction is growing more than ever 
that the work of the first commission is 
doomed to failure, 

The second section of the Red Cross 
committee is also encountering difficul- 
ties, as the American and _ British 
members are opposing the proposed 
regulations as being too stringent.

New York, June 2,.—The Journal’s 
correspondent at St. Pierre, Martinique, 
telegraphs: . ‘‘I am informed on the best 
authority that the steamer Lafayette, 
which arrived yesterday, brings officers 
and men who will take Captain Dreyfus 
home from his prison on the Isle du 
Diable, off French Guiana, to a new trial 
in Paris. 

“The Lafayette will not go to Cayenne, 
the capital of Guiana, but will proceed 
on her usual course to Colon. The guards 
for Dreyfus, members of the Republican 
Guards and four gendarmes, will be 
transferred, I am informed, to the 
steamer Ville de Tanger for Cayenne.’’

EDWIN BOOTH’S APOLOGY. 





He Made a Handsome One When He 
Discovered His Error, 


During the early sixties, relates J, H. 
Rogers in the New York ‘Limes, I oceu- 
pied rooms, or, to be strictly truthful, a 
yoom, in the old Studio building, on 
Tenth street. It swarmed with artists of 
all descriptions, and a more delightful set 
of good fellows never got together under 
the same roof, There was not a single dis- 


-cordant element, and the gatherings held 


from time to time in the different studios 
will remain with me among the most yal- 
ued memories of asomewhat eventful life, 
On these occasions people from the outside 
world frequently dropped in; other artists, 
literary men of the Bohemian sort, with 
perhaps an actor or two on the off nights, 
all men whose presence gave an additional 
flavor to the mixture, until it came to be 
like the old ‘‘Century club punch,’’ a joy 
to be remembered, and too subtle to be 
analyzed. 

One eyening Edwin Booth was present 
and, finding the company congenial, made 
himself so agreeable that I was very sorry 
when an engagement topk me away ata 
comparatively early hour. The next even- 
ing I dropped into the Century club fora 
little gossip and found Mr. Booth there, 
He was the center of a group of men with 
whom I was on such terms of intimacy 
that I did not hesitate to join them. ‘The 
usual greetings were passed until I came 
to Booth, when I received a look that went 
through me likecold steel. Supreme con- 
temgt,was never so expressed before or 
since. Just one look, and then, without 
further notice, he turned his back on moe 
and began to talk to the other members of 
the group, Of course there was nothing 
to be said, and I got away as soon as pos- 
sible. Presently, however, I began to bo 
angry. This is not simply a cut, thought 
I, but a premeditated insult. I became 
furious and was ready for an explosion 
then and there, but just at that time 
Launt Thompson came up and took me 
one side. 

‘‘How in the name of common sense,” 
said ho, ‘‘did you come to play a practical 
joke on Booth?’’ Now, of all disagreeable 
creatures, I detest most heartily the prac- 
tical joker, a creature to be kicked out of 
any respectable community. I resented 
even the implication and refused to stoop 
80 far as to deny that I had been guilty of

The upshot of the matter was that ina 
day or two camo a note from Booth asking 
me to accept his box at the Winter Garden 
for a certain night and meet him in his 
dressing room between the third and 
fourth acts of ‘‘Hamlet."’ Of course I ao- 
cepted the inyitation, and in due time ap- 
peared at the door of the little dressing 
room on the left of the stage at the Winter 
Garden theater, On entering I found, to 
my surprise, all the members of the group 
that had witnessed the scene at the club, 
Booth, who had just come off the stage 
and was in full costume, made an apology 
80 handsome that I blushed as I received 
it and went away full of admiration for 
the man who knew so well what was due 
to himself and when the necessity came 
could make an apology so ample that it 
left the recipient in his debt.

Po witnoss Houdin's firab performance 
in Algicrs the neighboring tribes were in- 
vited The theater was speedily filled 
with them and the French officials, who 
attended in all thelr pomp and glory. In- 
terpretors wero scattered through the 
house in order to repeat Houdin'’s remarks 
to tho natives in thelr own language, 
With true orlental dignity and gravity, 
tho Arabs witnessed the first fow tricks in 
stolid silence, but the taking of a hugo 
cannon ball from a borrowed hat aroused 
groat oxcitemont, 

Then camo the great tricks of tho even- 
ing, especially prepared to astonish the 
Arabs.

** Always,” 

“Lift that box.” . 

The Arab did so and asked contemptu- 
ously, ‘Is that all?” 

Walt,’ said Houdin, making a solemn 
gesture, ‘‘Now you are weaker than a 
woman, ‘Try to lift that box again,’’ 

The Arab seized the handle and tugged 
again. He could not raise the box an inch 
from the floor, After many attempts he 
paused for a moment to brace himself for 
a final effort. He seized the handle again, 
bunt shricked aloud with pain, dropped on 
his kneos, then, rising, threw his cloak 
round his face to conceal his shame and 
rushed from the theater, leaving his com- 
patriots stricken with fear. The trick was 
as simple as the result was startling. The 
box was placed ona powerful electro mag- 
net, and the current being complete, no 
man on earth could haye lifted it.

As it struck the wall it was broken, leave 
ing a red splash of blood.

NEW SPANISH CORTES OPEN, 





The Speech Reforred to “Sorrows Which 
Huve Wrenched Our Heurts.’’ 


Madrid, June 38.—The Queen Regent 
yesterday opencd the Cortes with the 
usual ceremonial, and in tha speech from 
the throne announced that the Marianne, 
Caroline and Palaos Islands were ceded 
to Germany, by the late Spanish Cabinet, 

During the course of the speech Her 
Majesty said: ‘At the opening of the 


Cortes all the sorrows which have wrench- - 


ed our hearts, through the disasters 
Which have visited our country, are re- 
awakened. We must preserve sadness in 
order to derive experience therefrom, but 
the oes of our country are of such 
nature that reticence and silence avail 
better than complaints. When peace with 
the United States was concluded Parlia 
mentary troubles caused a change of 
Cabinet, and the present Cabinet was 
formed, Under .the constitution it be- 
longed to me to ratify the treaty by lay- 
ing it before the Chamber. There remain- 
ed under our control the Carolines, Palaos 
and most of the Marianne Islands. But 
the former Cabinet believed it useless for 
Spain to retain such minor appendages 
of our ancient empire sand signed with 
the German Emperor a convention offer- 
ing to cede those territories under the law 
which will be submitted immediately to 
the Chamber, 


Foreign Relations Friendly, 

“Our foreign relations are cordial and 
friendly. We specially owe to the Pope 
recognition of the many times he has 
given us his moral support. 

‘The most important, most urgent and 
most dillicul6 task before you is to 
balance the budget and liquidate the 
debts resulting from the war, through 
ordinary and permanent sources of in- 
come. Thanks to the severely economic 
policy projected, the Government will 
not ask fresh sacrifices of the country, 
except such as can be equitably divided 
among all classes, 

“With the ordinary budget will also be 
presented schemes to liquidate the 
charges created by the loss of possessions 
and colonial campaigns.’’ 


The Financtal Burdens, 

The Queen Regent then referred to the 
financial measures and expressed con- 
fidenco that the nation would show the 
same resignation during peace as It 
showed during the war, adding: ‘‘For the 
times are critical and it is impossible 
during the present session to do all that 
is necessary, but during the next session 
there will be projects for the reorganiza- 
tion of the army and navy, based on 
for improving the 
public services, decentralizing the proyin- 
celal and municival administrations, and 
reforming the penal code and electoral 
laws, ete., etc.’’

FRIDAY A FTERNOON SEESION. 


Mr. Ingall, Head Mister ,Trenton High 
School, discussed the study of grammar in 
the Public School, He said that he con- 
sider it an excellent subject for mental 
discipline. Technical grammar should 
not be taught before the pupil enters the 
Fourth Reader, and then without defini- 
tions. He gave a practical illustration of 
how he would teach the different parts of 
speech, ahd various kinds of phrases and 
clauses, 


Mr. Johnston, I. P,S., urged on the 
teachers the advisability of holding at 
least semi-annual public examinations, and 
the utilizing of Friday afternoon for recita- 
tions, etc, 


Mr, J. J. Tilley introduced the subject 
of School Mansgement. He considercd 
that success in school management was in 
& great manner due to the same causes 
that give success in other professions. One 
cause of failure was that teachers are some- 
times arbitrary and want immediate re- 
sults, All teachers should make them- 
selves acquainted with Psychology, as this 
teaches us how to know the child and how 
to deal with him to produze the best ro- 
sults. _ Another cause of failuro in govern- 
ment ia the habit of nagging at pupils un- 
tl rebellion against the rules follows, 

Mr. Tilley then gave g talk on Psycho- 
logy, with numerous illustrations, proving 
the points brought forth. 

_Mr. Mei\lojohn, delegate to the Pro- 
vinecial Association, gave a report of the 
doings of that body, after which, on mo- 
tion of Mr. Dafoe, seconded by Mr. Hicks, 
a hearty yote of thanks was tendered Mr, 
Tilley for his able, instructive and eminent 
ly practical addresses on the subjects taken 
by him. 

Mr, Barragar moved, seconded by Mr. 
Solmes, that the thanks of the Association 
are due and are hereby tendered ‘> Mr. 
Ingall for his very instructive papor on 
Grammar, 

Mr. Tilley and Mr. Ingall made

I hate 


sbakes with a holy hatred; but, 
not belng allilcted with ‘nerves’ in any 
ereat micasure, ain not afraid of them un 
der ordinary clroumstances, and even in 
the Fomewhat out of tho way position in 
Which I found myself on Saturday, the 
17th of April, 1807, I can hardly say now 
whother it is to fear or fas ination, as en- 
tirely distinct from terror, that my feol- 
ings on that particular ocoasion are to be 
ascribed 
Accompanied by my fridnd, Mr, Lind- 
say ‘Lurnor, I went to spend the holidays 


on 4 shooting trip in the Blue mountains, 
Now South Wales. 

On that memorable Saturday wo had 
dono somo hard climbing amid beautiful 
seenery and around a great gap when 
we came outon a high lovel which ran 
back the way wo had come. We decided 
to return, Turner keeping to tho higher 
lovel and I by the route we had trayersed, 
but with the understanding that we were 
not to lose sight of one another, 

On the return I had very little difficulty 
in regaining tho former level, for the gap 
ran many yards back, and I had only to 
follow it, holding by the projections of the 
ledge, until a firmly rooted shrub assisted 
m0, 

I had negotiated the narrow, broken 
ledges and was about to enter comparative 
safety when, without any warning, my 
friend, the snake, came slipping leisurely 
along through the ferns and serub within 
a fow feet of where I stood at the extreme 
end of the terrace, upon a four inch ledge, 
holding on with the fingers of both hands 
stuck ina shoulder high creyice, ° Both 
the reptile and I came to a sudden halt 
upon seelng each other, the snake's black, 
forked tongue flickering in and out as it 
raised its head threateningly. 

I wondered what on earth the brute 
could be doing in that spot, but supposed 
it had got out of its course when making 
for the low ground and presumed that, 
aftor the nature of its kind, it would scut- 
tle back again as I advanced. I was on 
the point of moying forward when, to my 
utter horror, instead of retreating, it be- 
gan to sway its head gently to and fro 
horizontally, at the same time coming 
toward me by imperceptible degrees until 
it lay with its round nose within striking 
distance of my leggings. 

1 cannot account for the feelings which 
took possession of mo, I tried to retreat— 
I had only to go back a pace or two, and I 
would be in absolute security—but for the 
life of me Icould not do so. Let it not 
be thought that at this time I had the 
slightest fear, notwithstanding the fact 
that a bite from the snake meant certain 
death. My only sensation was that of 
wonder both at the serpent’s behayior and 
tho consciousness of my inability to move. 

After remaining thus for some time the 
reptile drew its length by slow degrees 


ing a gritty, hissing rustle as they drag- 
ged over the rock. Then it gradually 
raised its head a foot above the center 
coil, and I haye an indistinct recollection 
that I tried to cry to Mr. Turner to ‘look 
at the black snake,”’ while a ‘cold sweat 
broke out in the palms of my hands. 

The beauty of the snake excited an over- 
powering sense of admiration in me—its 
polished, jet black skin, its diamond eyes, 
the lovely tints of its belly, that flushed 
and glowed from bright crimson to rosy 
pink, and aboye all the eternal loking 
and flickering of the long forked tongue 
quivering back and forth. After a time 
my attention was fixed on the tongue 
alone, and as I watched its incessant 
moyement I felf so utterly helpless, yet so 
conscious of that helplessness, without, I 
maintain, the slightest approach of fear, 
that I wondered how it was I continued 
to keep my hold. 

‘The head swayed more rapidly now, and 
& low humming murmur _ throbbed 
through my brain, drumming, drumming 
in my ears and keeping time to the sway, 
till the eyes and tongue seemed a flashing, 
glittering band of light across my sight. 
Suddenly the movement ceased. My 
senses returned instantly with a great 
contraction of the heart, like one who is 
suddenly awakened to terrible danger. 

I trembled in every limb; the sweat 
was pouring down my temples and along 
my spine, for my danger was imminent; 
the snake’s neck was drawn back in a 
curye sideways ready to strike; it shot 
forward. I felt the slight blow as it 
struck my legging, and with a shriek of 
desperate terror I leaped backward off the 
cliff. Down, down, down I went, stryok 
something—and came to myself again, to 
find Mr, Turner holding my head on his 
kneo and bathing it with icy cold water. 

My escape was almost miraculous, for 
though I was bruised from head to foot 
and my shirt reduced to rags not a bone 
was fractured, not a limb wrenched, only 
my temple and shoulder were rather se- 
yerely scratched, Of courso I am hardly 
in a position to give the details of my 
aerial flight, but my companion’s ao- 
count, as he related it, when I recovered 
from my dazed condition and after search- 
ing carefully to make sure that the snake's 
fangs had not penetrated my gaiter and 
the thick breeches beneath, is as follows: 
Seeing me regain the terrace after safely 
passing along the broken ledges, he had 
picked up the camera, with the object of 
snap shooting me, and was moying about 
to get a clear view through the trees when 
I called to him to ‘look at the snake.”

Minister of War, 

M. Lombart Removed, 

Paris, June 6.—The Ministers met yes- 
terday morning, President Loubet in the 
chair, and decided to remoye the adyocate- 
general, M. Lombart. The Minister of 
Justice, M. Lobret, was directed to begin 
proceedings against M. Tardif, president 
of the Assize Court, before the Council of 
Magistracy, for the way in which they 
conducted the case against MM. Derou- 
lede and Marcel-Habert, who were 
acquitted Wednesday lasn of the charge 
of inciting soldiers to insubordination at 
the time of the election of President 
Loubet. 


PURSE FOR KITCHENER. 


a Vote in 






























Mr. Balfour Proposes the 
House of $150,000—Bannerman Sup- 
ports and Morley Opposos. 


London, June $6.—Mr. Balfour, im ‘in- 
troducing the vote of $150,000 for Lord 
Kitchener in the House of Commons, said 
the fact that the power of Mahdism yas 
crushed was due to the genius of the man 
they desired to honor and reward, The 
Government leader expressed the hope 
that those who objected to the policy of 
the Soudan advance would not think that 
was a reason for resisting the vote, as 
such a course would be introducing poli- 
tics into military matters. He then dwelt 
with admiration on the way the Sirdar 
had surmounted difficulties and organized: 
victories by ‘‘his unswerving and almost 
superhuman industry.’” He deserved a 
signal mark of gratitude and honor, and 
he (Mr. Balfour) believed that in propos- 
ing the yote he waa only carrying out the 
wishes of the House and the country. 


Opposition Leader Supports. 


Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, the 
Opposition leader, cordially supported the 
motion, while expressing regret at the 
treatment of the Mahdl’s body, which he 
regarded as an error of taste and judg- 
ment. 

Mr. Morley Opposes. 

Mr. John Morley, the former Liberal 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, opposed the 
yote on the ground of the treatment of 
the Mahdi's head, to which Mr, Balfour 
replied that he did not believe the cle- 
ment of vengeance bad influenced General 
Kitchener in the smallest degree, point- 
ing out that he had treated the Mahdi's 
fainily with the utmost consideration. The 
removal of the body, he also said, had 
been public, as publicity was an essential 
part of the policy dictating tho act. It 
was the first duty of tho man responsible 
for the safety of the men and officers left 
in chargo of Omdurman to root out the 
fanatical superstition which had been the 
strength of Mahdisin for years. 

Lord Kitchener, General Lord Roberts 
of Kandahar and the Duke of Marl- 
borough were in the gallery of the House 
of Commons during the debate. 

The House then voted General Lord 
Kitchener a grant of £89,351. 


Honderson Waa Slick. 


Ottawa, June 6.—John H, Henderson, 
the absconding accountant of tha Union 
Bank, was an adept in so manipulating 
accounts os to cover up his methods, 
Although the books have boen under ex.

DRIVEN FROM MORONG. 





U. S. Troops Landed Under Cover of 2 
‘ Heavy Fire. 


Manila, June 6,—Two battalions of the 
Washington troops, under Colonel Whal- 
ley, on board ciseoes, were towed from 
Pasig to Morong on Sunday, and landed 
under cover of a well-directed fire from 
the ‘‘tin-clad’’ army gunboats Napidan 
and Covadonga. 

The rebels, who were entrenched in the 
outskirts of the town, reserved thoir flre 
until the troops were ashore and in the 
open, ‘The American artillery opened fire 
on the insurgents and drove them from 
their positions, killing nine of them and 
wounding flye. The Washington troops 
then took the town, the rebels fleeing to 
the hills. 

While the Americans were on thelr way 
to Morong, the insurgents opened fire 
from a shore battery at Ancona, their 
first shot striking the Covadonga's awn- 
ing aft, at a range of 8,500 yards, The 
Napidan was also fired at.

Vhe Virst Difference, 
The first difference of opinion was 
with regard to the composition of the 
tribunal. The tribunal proposed by the 


British commissioners was a tribunal of 
three jurista of repute, one to be selected 
by the Judicial Commissioners of the 
Privy Counojl for Great Britain, the 
other to be selected by the President of 
the United States, pad the third to be 
selected by the two, or, in the ayent of a 
di agreement, to be selected by 4 friendly 
power, the friendly power, howevor, not 
boing named, With rogard to the possible 
question which might arisa of Account 
of ocoupation, the Rritish commissioners 
proposed to follow identically tha rule 
laid down by the Venezuelan treaty, The 
rules Jaid down by the Venezuelan treaty 
were In substance the following two: 
hat adyerse possession of 60 years, or 
the equivalent of possession, should con- 
stitute a title. 

Mr. Foster—Nutjonal? ~ 

he Prime Minister—A national title! 
that is to say, if territory were to be 
found, say, oceupled by the United States, 
which, under the terms of the treaty, 
would rightly belong to Great Britain, 
possession of 50 years ‘would constitute a 
title; possession of less than 60 years 
Would simply constitute an equitable 
title, which was to be referred altogether 
to tbe arbitrators to determine what, in 
their opinion, law, justice and equity 
might require. 

Au Important Point. 


Sir Charles Tupper—May I ask my 
hon. friend just here, as it isa very in- 
teresting point, would fhe adverse posses: 
sion by Russia, as well as hy the United 
States, in this case count on behalf of the 
Uutred States contention? 

Yha Prime Minister—I would suppose 
that, under sue) circumstances, the arbl- 
trators would degida in the affirmative, 
but Iam not here to lay down exactly 
what would be the interpretation. We 
simply thought, uniler the circumstances, 
without going minutely into the law or 
ethics of the case, that all the law and 
ethics of the caso would be amply met 
and amply provides for by adopting the 
very roles which aad been adopted by 
the two powers—Grent Britain and the 
Unired States--1y the case of the Vene- 
zuela difficulty, 

What Americans Wanted, ~ 

The American proposals differed frons 
this. On the first point, as to the consti- 
tution of the tribunal, while we proposed, 
as I said before, a tribunal of three, one 
arbitrator fo represent Great Britain, an- 
other to represent the-United States, and 
an umpire, the American proposil was 
that the tribunal should be composed of 
six eminenf jnrists, "three to be appointed 
by the British authorities and three to be 
‘appointed by the American authorities, 
With regard to the rules proposed by us, 
according to the precedent of the Vene- 
zuela ense, the Americans adopted the 
sume rules. pple A. role B and rule C, 
but with this important rider, that all 
towrfs and settlements on  fjdewater, 
settled on the authority of the United 
States and under the jurisdiction of the 
United States at the date of this treaty, 
should remain within the ‘orritory and 
jurisdiction of the United States, no mag- 
ter whether within British territory or 
not, s : 

To this proposition the British com- 
missioners answered in the terms of the 
protocol, which the Premier read, and 
concluded by moving that the rules be 
suspended and the papers printed forth- 
with. 

The Position of Canada Since, 


Sir Charles Tupper said: “TI will, in 
the first place, ask my right hon, friend 
if he is not able to carry us further, This 
leaves us where the commission pdjourned 
until Aug. 2, but it would be interesting, 
after the discussion that has taken placa 
and the sfatements given to the press in 
the United States—Stutements, in fact, I 
may say, semi-oflicial—to know whethor 
wy right hon. friend is in a position to 
tuke the House into his confidence as to 
the fact of an ogreement or arbitration 
huving been arrived af, or, at all events, 
for a modus vivendi pending arbitration, 


or-us tg whether orrangomenta for an 
arbitration haying been arrived at be- 
fween the United States and Great 


Britain, that arrangemont was prevented 
by the fact that the Canadian Goyern- 
ment were not prepared to agree to the 
modus yivend! as proposed? I do not 
know whether my hon. friend js free to 
make any further communication, but, if 
#0, should be glad to have them made 
now."’ 
No Proposal for Modus Vivendi, 

The Prime Minister—There ia ng pro- 
posal whatever, T am «at liberty to say, 
for u modna vivend! pending the negobia- 
tion, What was proposed was the terms 
of an arbitration for u permanent settle- 
ment of this boundary, and these aro 
under nogotiation at this moment, I am 
not in « position, and regret if very 
much, as the negotiations are still pend- 
ing, to give to the House o communica- 
tion of what is taking place. There havo 
been communications in the Amerjean 
press lmputing one thing and another to 
Canada, but so long as the negotiations 
are pending I have no authority from the 
Imperial Government to make any com- 
munication fo the House. With regard to 
a modus vivendi, [ may say there has 
been no proposal to have one, but a 
proposition was made to have # perman- 
ent boundary established on the Lynn 
Canal, For the last two vears we have 
had a provisional boundary, accepted by 
both countries, on tha summit of White 
Puss and the aummit of Obilkoot Pass,

Sir Charles Tupper, 

Sir Charles Tupper—I may say tho 
full statement of the vrotocols, what they 
really are, as they exist between the twa 
parties, were pretty fairly understood 
before, and this brings me to the conc.u- 
sion that the position I took was the 
correct one, namely, that the statement 
of the diMoulty or impulse at which the 
commissioners had arrived with regard 
to the boundary question and the remis- 
sion of that for diplomatic treatment 
between the United States and Great Bri- 
tain virtually amounted to 4 suspension 
of the proceedings, and that the British 
commissioners ought not to have ad- 
joupned the proceedings of the commis- 
sion, which practically were arrested 
Ag 
the case waa stated by the cammunica- 
tion made to the public under the guthor- 
ity of my right hon. friend and the Hon, 
Mr. Fairbanks, the leader of the Amert- 
cay commission, it appeared’ that 
although thts diffoulty had been reached 
in dealing with the question of the 
boundary, notwithstanding that they baa 
adjourned, after having remitted that 
question to their reapective Governments, 
to the 2nd day of August, and without 
stating that the meeting on the 2nd day 
of August would only take place in case 
fhjs subject in the meantime were re- 
rerred ayhitration and the question 
practically settled by gn jnternational 
arbitration agreeable to both countries. I 
think, therefore. that the position taken 


by the Government on that ocpasion, as_ 


now explained by this protocol, and the 
statement with which we are now fayor- 
ed, brings us very much to the same con- 
clusion, that the action taken, and I 
think taken very properly, by Her Majes- 
ty’s commission on this question was that 
until the Alaskan boundary question was 
absolutely removed by settlemen; or by 
arbitration being arranged for no further 
proceedings should take place. I merely 
mention that in passing, because it, to 
my mind, presenta the position taken by 
Her Majesty’s commissioners on that 
occasjon jn a stronger and better light 
than I viewed the fight on the informa- 
tion we had when the commission broke 
up. I say that T called the attention of 
my hon, frieyd some time ago to what I 
regarded as a quostion that might assume 
o7good deal of importance, and that was 
the adoption of the Venezuela question 
as the one to be followed in the caso of 
the Alaskan boundary. 
At a Loss to Understand. 

How the United States of America 
could for a single moment raise the que3- 
tion or any controversy upon a proposat 
such as the British commissioners made, 
that the Veneuzela precedent should be 
taken and adopted in the case of the 
Alaskan boundary, I am utterly at a loss 
to imagine. Because, as we all know, the 
Foreign Secretary and Prime Minister of 
Great Britain, Lord Salisbury, receded 
yery much from the position he original- 
ly took in regard to the question, a com- 
promise was arrived at by which Great 
Britain agreed not to press her claim in 
any serritory which was shown had any 
adverse possession for over 50 years. This 
was a great concession. WhatT feared was 
that the adoptien of that reference tn the 
case of Alaska might raise a very Import- 
ant question. It is true that it is only 
about 27 years, I think, since the United 
States of America came into possession of 
Alaska, making their purchase’ from 
Russia and acquiring the rights of Russia 
us they were under the treaty of 1825. 
But the treaty of 1825 between Russia and 
Great Britain carries away back for over 
70 years, and we ramomber that my vigeht 
hon. friend, and also, and more ecspectal- 
ly, the Minister of the Interlor (Mr, Sit- 
ton), notwithstanding very strong 
caution from this side of the House, made 
a declaration on the floor of Parliament 
that adverse possession had been along 
that coast from time immemorial, That 
is the term useJ, I think, by the Minister 
of the Interior, meaning that it bad been 
in posseasion of Russia and afterwards 
the United States, the purchaser of Rus- 
sia’s claims, ‘ 

Of Importance to Canudn. 

I want to draw my right hon, friend's 
attention before it becomes too late, and 
until tho matter is finally closed it is nob 
too late, to the fact that, so far as the 
Venezuela boundary was ooncerned, 16 
was a matter of comparative Indifference 
to Great Britain whether this settlement 
or that settloment along the line in con- 
troversy should fall to one country or 
the other, but it is a matter of immense 
importance to Canada that ndverse POusos- 
sion should not establish a title to any- 
thing that was not included o8 belonging 
to Russia under the treaty of 1825. That 
treaty betwoon Russia and Great Britain 
established an actual line of demarcation 
as well a8 could be ostablished on paper, 

It provides that the boundary should 
be a certain parallel of longitude until 
you come to Mount Sf lias. and from 
Mount St. Hifas down to Prince of Wales’ 
Igdand the coast line ts the mutter in 
controversy 

Meaning of Const Line,

They speak 
harshly of the committee for ordering 
them back without a word of explana- 
tion, and suggest that the committee and 
Organizer Lowe haye been ‘‘fixed.’”’ 

Ono trackman said he would lynch 
Lowe if he could lay hands on him, All 
the men in this district are still out and 
the secretary last night sent a telegram 
to the ‘Yoronto union, asking that another 
committee be formed to carry on the 
strike.

Limbert, of Shelby, thanking the ladies for the 
address and promising them every possible 
assistance in their noble work, This was car 
ried by a standing vote. 

Dr. Dyer, Principal of Albert College, ad- 
dressed the Conference in reference to that In- 
stitution and the work which it was doing. 


Mr. W. H. Gordon, Bursar of the College, 
presented the financial report, which showed 
that the resources amounted to $82,254.65, and 
that the net debt amounted to $14,000. 



























The College buildings comprise the residence, 
Massey Hall and the Gymnasium, The two 
latter buildings were completed in the summer 
of 1895, and have greatly improved the college 
property. It will be seen that there still re- 
mains a debt unprovided for by reliable sub- 
scriptions of $14,000. EF, 1D, O'Flynn, Esq., 
Chairman of the Executive Committee of the 
College, has promised a donation of $3,090 to- 
wards meeting the entire debt. This will leave 
a balance of $11,000 unprovided for. Enlarged 
campus and better system of lighting are great- 
ly needed. It is estimated that a total of $15,- 
co, in acdition to Mr, O'Flynn’s subscription 
wonld meet balance of debt and provide these 
improvements, 

The reports were received and adopted, and 
a resolution was carried promising every assist- 
ance to the College, 

Rey. Dr. Shaw, Principal of the Wesleyan 
College, Montreal, addressed the Conference, 
laying before them the work done by that insti- 
tution on behalf of the church, 

At 4 o'clock the memorial service for deceas- 
ed Ministers was held. During the year {he 
following have died; Rev, S. C. Philp (Sup’d), 
of Prince Albert ; Rey, G.J. Dingman (Sup’d), 
Belleville ; Rev. D. C. McDowell (Sup'd), of 
Bowmanville ; Rev. Jas, Faull, of Shannonville;

I was about @ yoars old when I -firet 
witnossed a pelea or faca fight. Thad been 
to my father’s place of business and was 
returning home whon I heard the shrill 
notes of a pito de carretilla, then another 
and another. I saw men and boys running 
toward the Intersection of two streets, ond 
I was quickly among the eager and rapid- 
ly gathering throng. Although I Kind 
never witnessed a street ducl, I was well 
aware of the meaning of tho blasts upon 
the whistlos and knew that two men were 
sure to ongage in deadly combat. I was 
among the first to arrive upon the scene. 

This is what I saw: 

Two mon of about equal age and phys- 
foal proportions were engaged in tying 
their left legs together at the ankles with 
thelr handkerchiefs, and they tled them 
most effectively. -Kach was bareheaded, 
I can remember eyen now the deadly ha- 
tred With which each scowled at the other, 
Each took off his coat and placed it care- 
fully upon his leftarm, There was a mo- 
ment's pause—it Wusa the supreme moment 
—and then both men drew their murder- 
ous knives from their sheaths, and each 
began striking, plunging and slashing at 
his opponent, each parry{ng and guarding 
as much as possible with the arm protect- 
ed somewhat by the coat whidh hung 
upon it. 

As the men were tied together it was 
impossible for the fight to be long con- 
tinued, and in a yery few moments both 
combatants had fallen. It was found that 
one had recelyed 17 wounds and the other 
14, but both were living. So stretchers 
wore brought from the Hospital Noble, 
which was near at hand, and the wounded 
men were carried there. The sequel of 
this pelea was uniquo in the particular 
that the combatants were placed upon cots 
which brought them near each other, and 
the result was that as soon as they reyived 
sufficiently they renewed their fight, and 
both were killed.—Anglo-Amerioan Mag-

ITS REVERSE NEVER CUT, 


The Great Seal of the United States 
Still Remains Unfinished, 


Half a dozen state department clerks 
were talking.

On the base of 
the pyramid appear the numerical letters 
MDCCLXXVI. Over the eye are the 
words ‘Annuit Ooptis'’’ and under the 
base ‘Noyus Ordo Seclorum,’ 

‘'The pyramid signifies strength and 
duration. The eye over it and the motto 
allude to the interpositions of Providence 
{n fayor of the American cause. The date 
underneath is that of the Declaration of 
Indgpendence, and the words under it sig- 
nify the beginning of the new American 
era which commenced from that date,

We are at an altitude of 600 metres. All 
well. (Signed) Andree, Strindberg, Fro- 
enckel,’’ 

The balloon thus had only travelled 
seyen hours and fifty minutes when the 
buoy was thrown out.

"We lenye It to the people to deter- 
mine if we are not justified In perpetu- 
ating the struggle agalust a corporation 
which by word and action shows Itself 
Unreliable.” 


Daty of the Government. 


Now, Mr. Speaker, here is an instance 
where the leaders of a body of men seek- 
ing to haye decent pay and decent hours 
accorded to them, say that faith has been 
broken with them by this great corpora: 
tion, If that is the case and the menrfeel 
that faith has been broken with them, I 
think that the public safety is doubly 
endangered, and it is now the duty of 
the Government, and especially of the 
Minister of Railways and Canals, to in- 
terfere on behalf of the people of this 
country and to compel that great corpor- 
ation immediately to consider the griey- 
ances of the mon and to rectify them. 

Standing on a Matter of Form. 

The G,.T.R. put forward the defence 
now that the men are simply a little out 
of form, and they are telling people 
pape. that they are on duty. The 

.T.R. people send me ao message that 
they do intend to do something for the 
men and they do intend to pay them 
better wages, but that they object to the 
form in which the men are moving. Well, 
that is not a fair way to treat the public 
or the men. The men are only seeking 
their rights and if anything is to be con- 
ceded to them it ought to be conceded ta 
them now, before the~ public safety is 
jeopardized. I hope that not only the 
Prime Minister, whose name is brought 
forward in this statement, will make ao 
statement to the country to-day, but that 
also those members of Parliament whose 
names haye been brought into this discus- 
sion, and who, I am _ told, alleged that 
the Grand Trunk Railway had broken 
faith with the men, .will ‘also make a 
statement, and that these statements will 
have the effect of bringing this dispute 
to an end and guarantecing safety to the 
public in trayelling oyer the lines of this 
company, 

People Aro Afraid. 

I can state from my own observation 
that last week a distinguished man in 
this country, who is a great supporter of 
the G.T,R. and who always travels by 
that line, in coming to Ottawa thought 
that if was in the interest of his own 
satety to abandon the line he has always 
patronized in the past and to take the 
C.P.R. I know there are others who are 
feeling the same way. All these things 
go to show that the pulbic think there is 
something wrong with the linc and that 
there is more or less risk. 

Government Should Interfere. 


It is time, I think, that the Goyern- 
ment should interfere. I may say that 
only last Saturday I was travelling from 
Hamilton to Toronto on a crowded train 
When some passengers were on tho plat- 
form, and 4 signal was made to stop the 
train by people at a way station, which 
had been left there by some mistake, ‘he 
Aignal was taken to méan, by the en- 
gineer and the condutcor, that a rail had 
been removed and that an accident was 
likely to happen, and a very worthy 
young mani of the city of Toronto was so 
frightened at what was taking place be 
tween tho officers of the train that ho 
jumped and broke bis leg in two- places, 
These are only a few instances of the 
uneasy feeling that portains in the coun-

Mr. Casey Supporta Mr. Maoloan. 

Mr. George Hi. Casey (West Elign) 
thought that the time had came for Goy- 
ernment interference, 

He Employod Eneineers. 

The Minister of Railways and Canals, 
Mr. Blair, detailed the representations of 
danger made to him, and the means 
taken to avert the same. He employed 
several engineers and atranged that they 
should start ont on Monday morning. 
They had actually, he believed, left homo 
for the purpose of going over those points 
on the line to which they had been de- 
tailed, when notice came to him on Mon- 
day morning, all the public prints con- 


tained a notice, that the difficulty was 


over and the men returned to work, and 
he therefore recallea the engineers. He 
had nof seit them out since. He had not 
any information which led him to be- 
lieve that there was any great urgency in 
the matter, because as practical men we 
know that a railway that has been main- 
tained, that is, cared for, and is built up 
in solidity and strength in every particu- 
lar as the G.T.R., doas not become dis- 
mantled and does not fall into a danger- 
ous condition very speedily. 

Mr. Casey—Spikes and*rails might get 
loose any time. : 

The Minister of Railways and Canals 
—'The spike and rails might get loose, it 
is trae, but the manager of the G.'T.R. 
assured me most positively that he had a 
sufficient number of men gaing aver 
avery section of the line to see that any- 
thing that might occur, accidental or 
otherwise, was cared for and that there 
was every assurance given to the public. 
The House might rest convinced that he 
would not neglect his duty. « 

Mr. William B. Ives (Sherbrooke) said 
the whole matter was in the bands of the 
Government. The G.T.R., like any other 
railway in Canada, could, under the act, 
he controlled by the Department of Rail- 
ways and Canals. If the track did run 
down, if accidents did occur and lives 
were lost, the Government would haye to 
answer to the country for what they did 
or failed to do in the matter. It seemed 
to him that when the men were ready to 
come back to work, and thought the 
strike was settled ond had been disap- 
pointed, they now «felt, whether rightly 
or wrongly, that they had been taken in 
by Mr. Hays, and the head officers of the 
GTR. That disappointment and the 
feeling which naturally resulted from it 
rendered the. situation more dangerous 
than it had been at any previous stage. 

Mr.‘A. MoNeill said he disapproved of 
what Mr. Blair had said, It was that the

Mr. Powell's Statement. 


Mr. H. A. Powell (Westmoreland), 
after telling how he came to be interested 


in the matter with Mr. Taylor, said that — 


in accordance with the suggestions of the 
trackmen’s executive, they went over to 
sec Mr. Hays. Continuing, he said: ‘I 
aball sig very little concerning the inter- 
view with Mr. Hays and nothing more 
than the proposition I am going to state. 


Mr. Hays took this ground firmly and . 


distinctly. He would not treat with the 
men so long has they were strikers and 
would not make sny promise whatever 
to them until they had returned to their 
employment, except this: He would be 
willing to meet Mr. Tayler and myself 
or any other two members of Parliament 
immediately after their return, whatever 
place and what time an appointment was 
made for, and he made the rather pecu- 
liar statement that if it was necessary in 
order to keep an appointment he would 
walk olther to Gananoque or to Ottawa. 
He would not vary from that or promise 
anything further than that. We returned 
and say the men, After some conversa- 
ticn with the trackmen, I gaye expres- 
sion to my opinion, that probably if they 
Nad relied upon Mr. Hays, the best thing 
to do under the circumstances was to 
accept his proposition. But I told them 
that before accepting that they should 
communicate by telegram with tho- 
subordinate lodges and get their assent 
before they accepted Mr. Hays’ proposi- 
tion."’ The men accopted Mr. Hays’ 
proposition, and that gentleman as so 
notified by Mr. Taylor. 
Mr. Hays made no reply whatever that 
it was not in accordance with the terms 
of any agreement. Continuing, he said: 
“JT might say there is no possibility of

Mr. Lowe came to Ot- 
tawa, and I told him plainly that there 
was no question about an agreement and 


had not the slightest idea that they would - 
‘nccept Mr. Hays’ proposition without 


notifying the subordinate lodges.”’ 
Taylor Backs Powell. 


Mr. Taylor referred to his meeting 
with Mr. Wainwright, and related the 
subsequent proceedings pf Mr. Powell 
and himself yery mueb in the same man- 
ner as had been already: done by Mr. 
Powell. He also gaye a number of in- 
stances in which men who claimed they 
had not interfered had been refused by 
the GT.R. He also said that he men- 
tioned in the discussion with Mr. Hays 
at Montreal that every credit was due to 
the striking trackmen, who were two 
weeks on strike, and yet not am accident 
of any kind had happened and nothing 
was interfered with ‘here was some lit- 
tle trouble at Kingston, but if was not 
caused by the trackzmen, and he was told 
by one of the condyotors that the track- 
men themselves interfered to preyent that 
trouble. 

The debate was, continued by Mr. J. 
Ross Robertson, Mfr. Davin, who said it 
was clear from Mr, Hays’ communication

Mentreal Street Railway Men Get Better 
Wages. 


Montreal, June 8.— The Montreal 
Street Railway Company has decided ta 
increase the pay of all its men, a sum 
aggregating $25,000 perannum, The men 
will also get $1,000 free insurance for 
actident on or off duty, and half that 
amount for total disability. Men in the 
service oyer flye years will receive free 
uniforms. Motormen and conductors of 
two years’ service will have their pay 
increased to 15 cents per hour, The in- 
crease means that permanent employes 
will receive $6.50 additional per annum, 
the increasé to conductors and motor: 
men of two years’ standing being $35 per 
annum, and of five years, $49. ‘The in- 
crease affects 1,200 men,

KRUGER WANTED AKBITRATION, 


Hut Milner Would Not Thus Acknowlodge 
quality Betweon Them, 


Brussels, June 8.—Doctor Leyds, the 
Huropean representative of the Vransyaal, 
has recelyed an official despatch from 
Pretoria confirming the report of the 
failure of President Kruger and the Beit- 
ish high commissioner, Sir Alfred Milner, 
to roach an agreement at the conference 
just held at Bloomfontein. 

It is added that although President 
Kruger offered important concessions he 
made them contingent upon the British 
acceptance of the prinoiple of arbitration 
on the differences existing between Great 
Britain and the Transyaal. 

This Great Britain heretofore has in- 
varlably refused on the ground that it 
would be an acknowledgement of the 
equality of the two countries, 

According to the despat-h received by 
Dr. Teyds, President Kruger proposed 
that a sojourn of two years be necessary 
for naturalization, and that the fall 
franchise be acquirable five years later, 
coupled with property and other quali- 
fleations. The British high commissioner 
regarded the proposal as insufficient and 
made a counter proposal, President 
Kruger, it is further asserted, intends to 
submit both proposals to the Volksraad, 
subject to the favorable decision of Great 
Britain relative to arbitration. 

Kifect of the Vailure, 

London, J:ne 8.—The report of the 
breakdown of the Bloemfontein negotia- 
tions bas created considerable anxiety in 
political and official circles, and there is 
much speculation as to the next move of 
the British Government. While Great 
Britain does not mean war, it is general- 
ly thought that,,at any rate, there will 
be military preparations, 

F Mr. Balfour still Hopes. 

London, June §.—The Right Hon, 
Arthur J. Balfour, First Lord of the 
Treasury and Government leader in the 
House of Commons, in the course of a 
speech at a political banquet last even- 
ing, said the failure of the Bloemfontein 
conference was a source of deep regret to 
the Government. It was Kngland’s duty, 
he said, not to sallow her rights to be 
trampl& upon; but he did not believe 
that the controversies were incapable of 
solution, 

In concluding his references to the con- 
ference, Mr. Balfour said: 

**My sanguine forecast of a successful 
issue out of the troubles is based on facts 
that principles so obvious as the element- 
ary rights of civilization, which we de- 
mand for our fellosyy-covntrymen, must 
commend. themselves to the citizens of 
the ‘Transvaal, and I venture to think 
that the good sense, justice, policy and 
wisdom of the leaders'of public opinion 
in the Transvaal will make for some 
settlement which will rightly preserve 

. the independence of the ’ransyaal.”’

Sey 
eral parties rceachod Wrangel last week 
from the interlor, after spending fromh 12 
to 20 months on the trail in a vain 
endeavor to reach the gold flelds. 

They say that no loss than 200 pros- 
peotive miners have lost their lives by 
drowning, starvation, exposure and freez- 
ing during the past winter, Most of these 
were Americans from the eastern States. 
Seurvy is now ravaging the miners who 
ard stalled on the trail, and before relief 


can reach them many others will have 
died. 
The Hudson Bay Company and the 


Northwest Mounted Police have sturted 
sniall relief expeditions from Telegraph 
Creek. Government action on a lurge 
scale will alone rescue hundreds who are 
unable to get out of the country by their 
own resources. Tho list of. dead from 
various causiés furnished by miners who 
have reached Wrangel numbers but 22.

Cloudburst in Texas and a Disastrous 
Lundslide in Arkansas, 


Austin, Texas, June 9.—By the cloud- 
bursé of Wednesday many people perish- 
ed, meagre reports placing the number 
af 25. Yasterday’s reports came from San 
Saba and Manardville, small towns 60 
miles north of here in the mountains, 
saying that both towns had been swept 
by the raging floods, and were badly 
devastated. In San Saba eight people 
were drowned, and the entire town was 
reported under water last night, The 
river at that point is one mile wide, and 
running like a mill race. 

At Manardyille 13 houses were swept 
away, and 17 persons were drowned. 

Twonty-Eight Buried Alive, 

Little Rock, Ark., June 9.—It was 
reported here last night that a landslide 
occured at Ross Hollow, and engulfed 28 
men, all of hom are supposed to have 
been killed. Ross Hollow is a pass be- 
tween two small mountain ranges about 
28 miles west of Little Rock, on the line 
of the Choctaw & Memphis Railroad, 
now under construction from Little Rock 
to Howe, LT.

President Kruger Stood for Arbitration, 
But Sir Alfred Milner Would Not 
Listen to Introducing Any Foreign 
Element Into Affairs of the Transvaal

tions Also Impossible of Acceptance. 


London, June 9.—The advices received 
here yesterday from South Africa, eman- 
ating from British sources, show more 
completely the utter failure of the recent 
conference at Bloemfontein between 
President Kruger and the British high 
commissioner, Sir Alfred Milner. 

The London afternoon newspapers all 
refer to the dangerous situation. 

A despatch from Matjes Fontein says 
Sir Alfred Milner’s proposals included 
granting the Uitlanders additional seats 
in the Rand district, and that President 
Kruger, under pressure, finally offered 
three additional seats. he British high - 
commissioner thereupon pointed out the 
inadequacy of the President's proposals, 
adding that he had come to the confer- 
ence in the hope of being able to inform 
Her Majesty's Government that the Presi- 
dent of the Transvaal yas prepared to 
afford such liberal measures of reform as 
would enable the Uitlanders to help 
themselves and relieve the Government of 
their obligations to intervene in order to 
redress particular grievances, 

Throughout, it is added, President 
Kruger sought to use the franchise pro- 
posals as the means of obtaining «4 
promise to settle the differences under the 
conyention by arbitration, and the Brit- 
ish commissioner refused to treat the two 
subjects as interdependent, taking the 
ground that internal reform in _ the 
Transvaal was necessary in any case in 
order to preserve the independence of the 
republic, and, as regards arbitration, 
there were certain questions upon which 
it could not be admitted, while on other 
questions arbitration was possibly admis- 
sable, provided a suitable tribunal was 
suggested, not inyolving the introduction 
of a foreign power, which the Goyern- 
ment would never allow.

FIREWORKS BLOWN UP. 


Two Factories Demolished and a Good 








Deal of Damage Done—Loss 
Over 350,000, 


New York, June 9.—Thirty-six build- 
ings, comprising almost the entire plant 
of the Nordlinger-Charlton Fireworks 
Company at Graniteyille, Richmond 
Borough, were blown to bits yesterday 
afternoon and the entire fireworks: plant 
} practically wiped out of existence. All of 

the buildings were destroyed within a 
space of flve minutes, and, although the 
fires which followed lasted for several 
hours, the wreck was complete within a 
few minutes after the first detonation. 
No lives were lost, only three persons 
were injured, only two of them seriously. 

The loss on the buildings will probably 

not amount to over $2,500, as most of the 
structures were small and cheaply con- 
structed.

KEY TO A WORLD’S REDEMPTION 


The Washington Paster Discusses the All- 
Absorbing Theme of the Expansion of 
the Republic Into Foreign Lands, and 
He Finds in His Text God's Message 


to His Fellow-Countrymen, 


Washington, June 4.—Rey. Dr. Tal- 
mage this morning preached Genesis 
xxviil, 14, ‘‘Thou shalt spread abroad to 
the west and to the east,’’ He said: 
Since the Americano-Hispanic war is 
concluded and the United States ambas- 
sador is on the way to Madrid and the 
Spanish ambassador is on the way to 
Washington the people of our country are 
divided into expansionists and anti- 
expansionists, From a different stand- 
point from that usually taken I discuss 
this all-absorbing theme. I leave the 
political aspect of this subject to states- 
men and warriors and pray Almighty 
God that they may be enabled to rightly 
settle the question whether the islands in 
controversy shall-be finally annexed, or 
held under protectorate, or resigned to 
themselyes, while I call attention to the 
fact that a campaign of moral and religi- 
ous expansion ought to be immediately 
opened on widest and grandest scale. 

At the close of this war God has put 
into the hands of this country the key to 
the world’s redemption. Heretofore the 
religious movement in pagan lands had 
to precede the eaucational. After in China 
and India and the islands of the sea the 
missionaries have labored over 50 or 75 
years the printing press and the secular 
school came in, Now to better advantage 
than ever before religious and secular 
enlightenment may go side by side, and 
so the work be accomplished in short 
time and more thoroughly. Starting with 
the fact that in Cuba and Porto Rico 
and the Philippine Islands at least three- 
fourths of the people can neither read nor 
write, what an opportunity for school 
and printing press! Within five years 
eyery man in those islands may be taught 
to read not only the Bible, but the 
Declaration of Independence and the con 
stituation of the United States and fhe 
biography of George Washington and of 
Abraham Lincoln. 

It scons to me that the government of 
the United States ought by vote of con- 
gress afford common schools and printing 
presses to those benighted regions. Our 
national legislature by one yote appro- 
priated $50,000,000 to give bread, ané 
medicine to Cuba. Why not by a similar 
generosity give $50,000,000 for feeding 
and healing the minds and souls of those 
ignorant and besotted archipelagos. 

Then let the editorial associations of 
the United States, as many of such 
graanizations 43 there are states, resolve 
at the next convocation to establish In 
avery region of tiis.o Islands ao printing 
press, to be suppor ted by people of this 
country until 16 can become self-support

The American missionaries heretofore 
bad great difficulty in getting heathen- 
dom to listen, Vhey excited some com- 
ment by thelr attire, so different was tho 
pi'ting of the hair, and tho shape of the 
bat, and the out of the cont, and the 
formiation of the shoo of the evangolizors, 
but the question constantly arose in re 

gard to the missionary: ‘Who ts he?’ 
“Whatis he here forY’? And then the 
interrogator would relax into the previ- 
ous stupid indifference. But that condi- 
tion of things has passed, The guns of 
our Aierican navy bave awakened those 
popalations. They do not ask who we 
are, They have found out. They are now 
listening to what American civilization 
and our Christian religion haye to say on 
any subject. Now is the thine, while their 
ears and cyes aro wide open, to tell them 
of the rescuing and salvable and inspirit- 
ing power of the gospel of Jesus Christ, 
the Saviour of the world. 

Now, church of God, now all Christian 
philanthropists, is your opportunity. 
Nothing like it has occurred since Christ 
came. Perhaps there may be nothing like 
if tii] his sccond coming. Jicre 18 a 
dofiniteness of aim that is most helpful 
and inspiring. Ths millions of dollara 
given for the redemption of the world 
ond the thousands of glorious mission- 
aries who have as volunteers gone forth 
among barbaric nations, were given and 
enlisted under a great and immeasurable 
idea. But when they come to add to the 
great and immeasurable idea the idea of 
definiteness we will infinitely augment 
the work. More than 800,000,000 of- hea- 
then in India, more than 800,000,000 of 
people in China, and more millions 
of heathen than can be guessed outside

It 
would not cost half of that to proclaim 
and carry on and consummate a_ holy 
war that will rescae those archipelagoes 
from) satanic domination. Who will vol- 
unleer? TI beat the drum of a recruiting 
station. Who will enlist under the one 
starred, blood striped banner of Imman- 
uel? Cuba and Porto Rico and the Phil- 
ippines are stepping stones for our Amer- 
ican Christianity to cross over and take 
the round world for God. We need 4 new 
evangelical alliance organized for this 
one purpose. In all denominations there 
are those with large enough hearts and 
who have been thoroughly. enough con- 
verted to join in such an advanced move- 
ment; men who, putting aside all minor 
differences of opinion, ‘‘believe in God 
the Father Almighty, Maker of .heayen 
and earth, and in Jesus Christ, his only 
begotten Son,” and who would march 
shoulder to shoulder in such a gospel 
campaign. he result would be that

Mark you well that statesmanship, 
however grand it is, and wise men of the 
world, howeyer nobJe, cannot do this 
work. Mere secular education does not 
worulize. Some of the mtst thoroughly 
educated men in all the world have been 
the worst men. . Quicken a man's Jntel- 
lect, while at the saine time you do not 
make his morals good, and you only 
angment his power for evil. Geography 
and mathematics and metaphysics and 
philosophy will never qualify 4 people 
to govern themselves. A corrupt printing. 
press is worse than no printing ress at 
all, but let Jooso ap open Bible upon 
those islands and Jet the apocalyptic 
angel once fly over them and you will 
prepare them to become” either colonies 
of the United States government or, as I 
hope will be tho case, independent re- 
publics. 

God did not exhaust himself when he 
built this nation. Yhose islands will yet

The | * 
only way to prepare thom to take care of 
themselves is to give them the ‘on Com- 
moandmentsa that were published on 
Mount Sinai and let them hear the groan 
of sacrifice that was breathed out on the 
heights of Golgotha. What they most 
want is the gospel, the pore gospel, the 
omnipotent gospel, the gospel that helps 
heal the wounds of the hody, and itrradi- 
cates the darkness of the mind and 
achicves the ransom of tho soul. 

But on this platform the so-called ex- 
pansionists and so-called antl-expansion- 
ists will yet stand side by side. Though 
I am not n prophet or the son ofa 
prophet, within five years, if this religio- 
eclucational work is properly attended to, 

there will be a Cuban republic, a Porto 
Rican republic and a Philippine repub- 
lic, none of them on a large scale, bat 
they will all have their schools and print- 
ing prosses ond evangolical churches, 
their presidents, their senates and houses 
of representatives, their mayors and their 
constabularics, and as good order will be 
observed in their citles ay now reigns on 
Pennsylvanian avenue, Washington, or 
Broadway, Now York. 

Christ has started for the conquest of 
the nations, and nothing on earth or in 
holl can stop it. The continents are 
rapidly rolling into hia dominion, and 
why not theso islands, which for the 
most part are only fragments broken off 
from continents, tho interval Jands hay- 
ing been sunk by earthquakes, allowing 
she ocean to tako mastery over them?’ 
Rach mother continent baa aronnd it a 
whole family of little continents, If the 
continents are being so rapidly evangel- 
ized, why not the isjands? If America, 
why not Cuba and the Bahamas? If Asia, 
why not the Philippines and the Molne- 
cas? If Kurope, why not the Azores and 
the Orkneys? If Africa, why not Mada- 
gascar and St. Helena? ‘The same power 
that broke them off the mainland can 
lift them into evangelization. 

In the old book, which has become. a 
new book by reason of modern discoyer- 
jes, especial attention is called to the 
Islands, ‘‘Declare the Lord's praisa in the 
islands,’’ commands Isajlah. ‘Let the 
multitudes of the islands be glad there- 
of,’’ suys the Psalmist. ‘All the islands 
of the heathen shall worship him,’ 
writes Zephaniah. ‘He shall turn his 
face to the islands,’’ prophesies Daniel. 
“The iuhabitants of the isles shall be 
astonished ot thee,’’ foretells Kzeklel. 
“Hear it and declare it to the islands 
afar off,’’ exclaims Jeremiah. You see 
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lected. Perhaps they are the Lord’s fay- 
orites asin households if there is any 
favoritism of all it is for the weakest. 
J'se islands too small to take care of 
themaclves have the eternal God to take 
care of them. Let nations lookout how 
they tread on the islands, however small 
and weak, for they are omnipotently 
defended. They may not be able to mar- 
shall large armies or to send out navies 
to sweep the sea, but letter than that, 
they have the chariots of héayen on their 
side and the drawn swords of the Al- 
mighty. I have as much faith in the 
salvation of the smallest island of the 
Falklands, of the Canaries, of the 
Ladrones, of the Carolines, of the Fijis, 
of the Barbadoes, of the Cape Verdes, of 
the Society Islands as 1 have in the sal- 
vation of America. ¥ 

The continents themselves are only 
larger islands. and the world in which 
we live is only a still lerger island, and 
the solur system is a group of islands, 
and the universe is an archipelago stud- 
ded with islands of worlds surrounded by 
the great ocean of infinitude and im- 
mensity. So you see when God planned 
the universe he diagrammed it into isl- 
ands, and he will look-after the interest 
of each of those islands, however small, 
and Hngland and Holland and France 
and Germany and America must not 
treat the smallest and weakest island that 
comes under their sway any different 
from the way they treat the strongest 
nation of all the earth. God may chiefly 
deal with individuals in the next world, 
but he deals with nations only in this 
world, and when persistently a nation 
practices injustice against other people 16 
is only a question of time when the 
offender will find his doom. The path of 
time is strewn with the carcasses of 
nations that because of their maltreat- 
ment of other nations perished. The 
higher such offending empires rise the 
harder will be their fall. 

I believe the United States government 
will last as long as tho world lasts. I be- 
lieve the fires of the judgment day will 
leap on the domes of our state and na- 
tional capitols while yet they are in thelr 
full power. I believe the last earthquake 
will put in its explosion under our 
national foundations while yet they stand 
firm. I believe that republic and demo- 
cratic form of government will be the 
universal ‘form of government for all 
nations when they have been evangelized, 
for then the nations will be capable of 
self-covernment and will have demanded 
and seoured that right. i6 wil pe einer 
that or w theocracy, which will bé the 
direct goyernmont of Christ in his per- 
sonal reign on earth, as many Bible stu- 
dents believe. Yet that jubilant expeocta- 
tion is founded not on the skill of human 
statesmanship’or human Jegislation, but 
upon the bellof that this nation will sub- 
mit to divine guidance, and obey the 
divine law, and carry out its divinely 
imposed mission, But if we defy the God 
of nations our doom Is fixed. 

Ry so much as our opportunities have 

been greater than any nation that ever 
lived, and the mission to which sho has 
boon ordained is more stupendous than 
any bostowed by the Almighty upon any 
people, if we forget our God and enact 
wickodness our overthrow will be quicker, 
and moro tremondous, and yonder capi 
toline hill, with ita architeotural magni 
cence, will become. heap of gigantlo 
ruina, to be visited by the poople of other 
tlinoa and other nations, who will rend 
in Jottora of crushod and crambled marble 
that which David wrote many handred 
yoara ago upon parchment, “The way of 
the wioked be turnoth upside down."

A CHANGE OF FRONT, 


British Government Will Reconsider Its 
Attitude Regarding the Pacific 
Cablo Vroject. 


London, June 10.—The Times an- 
nounces tnis morning that the British 
Government bas consented to reconsider 
its attitude towards the Pacific cable pro- 
ject, as the result of urgent representa- 
tion from Canada and the .colonies, and 
is now inclined to utilize British credit 
in providing the necessary capital. 


THE POLICY Ov DRIFTING, 














Lord Beresford Denounces the Govern- 
ment for Dilly-Dallying About China, 


London, June 10.—While the House of 
Commons was in committee of supply, 
on the Foreign Office vote yesterday, 
Rear Admiral Lord Charles Beresford, 
Conservative member for York City, 
delivered a scathing criticism of the Goy- 
ernment’s policy of ‘‘drifting’’ in China, 
during which he satd the Government 
had deoaived the people and allowed the 
open door policy to be finally killed, by 
permitting Russia to interfere in a purely 
commercial oserprise like the Shanghai- 
Kwan Railroad. “he Admiral then pro- 
posed that the four countries most inter- 
ested, Great Britain, the United States, 
Japan and Germany, go to China and 
offer to take over and organize her army, 
adding that if Great Britain took the 
lead he was sure the United States would 
follow, and asserted he also had a dis- 
tinct intimation that Japan would join 
In such a moyement, 

Mr. Broderick’s Reply. 

The Parliamentary Secretary of the 
Foreign Office, the Right Hon. William 
St, John Proderick, replied, pointing out 
the difficulties in meeting Lord Bares: 
ford’s desire, adding that he thought His 
Lordship was oyer-sanguine in believing 
the United States would follow the lead 
of Great Britain. Germany, he continued, 
had great interests in China, but she had 
a thousand times greater interests in 
Kurope. As to treating the Yangtse- 
kiang Valley like the Shangtung Penin- 
sula, Her Majesty's Government was not 
prepared to undertake the immensc¢ 
responsibility of governing an inch of 
that large territory. 

No Door Has Beeu Shut. 


‘'Up to the present,’’ continued Mr, 
Broderick, ‘‘the treaty of ‘Tientsin has 
been observed. No door has been shut. As 
regards the Yangtse, we can send gun- 
boats drawing six feet a thousand miles 
from its mouth. Although we are not pre 
pared to undertake policing this province, 
constituting one-third of China, we are 
prepared to control the Yangtse in order 
to contro] our trade, and it isan essential 
part of the Government's policy that in 
changes occurring in China the protection 
of our trade was assured. Although 16 
cannot undertake to relieve the Tsung Li 
Yuamen of the respousibility of governing 
China, the Government is not prepared 
to let British trade suffer nor pass into 
other hands. Therefore it is proposed t 
take the following steps: With regard to 
the Yangtse, we shall hold the Chinese 
Government responsible for its undertak- 
ing not to alionate to any other power 
the provinces bordering thereon, and that 
a connection should be made with the 
Barmah Railway. The Government will 
ulso sce, whenever it is desired, that the 
force on the. Yangtse is sufficiently strong 
to protect our merchants and their trade,"’ 

Mr. Broderick also referred to the 
Anglo-Russian agreement as being a fal 
compromise,

“‘Killed—Officers, 6; enlisted men, 71,

‘*Wounded—Officers, 18; enlisted men, 
485. ‘Total casualties for the month, 596, 
Total casualties since outbreak, 1,029."’

Paris, June 12.—Major Marchand, who 
was hurried from the capital by the Goy- 
ernment, is now in an amusing dilemma, 
He started to see his parents in his 
native town of Thoissey, Dut the crowds 
who received him imploringly explained 
that they wanted to give him a heroic 
reception, but had not expected him yet. 
The mayor and corporation were not 
ready, and would he kindly take the 
train somewhere else, pending the prepar- 
ations. He went to Macon, where he dis- 
consolately waited in a local hotel. He is 
already tired of this, and means to cruise 
ina Government vessel in the English 
Channel until June 28, when Thoissey 
hopes to be able to receive him.

If the plan is succoess- 
ful the air bubbles that now cause flaws 
and weakness will be done away with 
and a metal will result such ak the world 
has never seen, The results of the experi- 
ments may revolutionize the steel trade.

THREE HOURS—NOTHING, 





The Slow Werk of the Drafting Com- 
mitteo of the Peace Conference, 


The Hague, June 12,—The drafting 
committee was in session for three hours 
on Saturday, although not a single con- 
clusion was reached, with the exception 
of the ucceptancee of the British scheme 
us the basis upon which to discuss the 
ostablishment of a tribunal of arbitration, 

After the session most of the members 
of the committee telegraphea to their 
respective Governments, indicating that 
thé disoussion showed the necessity of 
having their instructionsJamplified, It is 
understood that several of the delegates 
of the smaller powers expressed a wish 
that the permanence of the tribunal 
might be made more effective, and eyen 
moved amendments in this sense. 

The great powers, however, think it 
impossible, it is understood, to go beyond 
Sir Julian Pauncefote's proposals. Neyer- 
theless a determined effort is being made 
to secure the institution of a permanent 
tribunal, The American and Russian 
projects have not been abandoned. Sir 
Julian Pauncefote’s will merely be taken 
as the basis of discussion. - 

Britain’s Cautious Polloy. 

The Brussels conference section met on 
Saturday, Prof. F. de Maartens of tho 
Russian delegation, presiding. 

Major-Gen. Sir John Ardagh, of the 
British delegates, declared that Great 
Britain conld not bind herself to sign a 
convention drawn from the Brussels*con- 
ference of 1874, but must reserve the 
right of judging of the necessity or ex- 
pediency of abiding by the stipulations 
of that conference or this conference in 
general orders to her armies in the event 
of war, or of opening a campaign. 

Prof. Maartens replied that Russia did 
not ask the powers to sign a convention 
on the Brusséls conferonce, but desired 
the powers to undertake to enrbody the 
stipulations now agreed upon in the in- 
structions given troops at the opening of 
a campaign. % 

Major-Gen. Ardagh said his declaration 
Was only of a personal character and he 
would consult his Government on so im- 
portant a matter. 

The Pope to Have a Seat. 

Rome, June 12.—It is rumored here 
that Count Nigra, head of the Italian 
delegation at the peace conference, will 
propose that the Pope have a permanent 
seat on the arbitration tribunal. 


PRESIDENT LOUBET'S REVENGE, 








He Receives a Tremendous Demonstra- 
tion on Sunday, 


Paris, June 12,—President Loubet has 
had his revenge for Sunday’s (4th) out- 
rege at Auteuil. When he drove to Long 
Champs yesterday to attend the Grand 
Prix he was the hero of a great popular 
domonstration, expressing itself in one 
form or another along the whole route 
from the Klysee Palace to the race 
course. He remained only a quarter of 
an hour, just long enough to witness the 
race, aud, haying congratulated the own- 
cr of the winner, returned to. the palace, 
where ho arrived ayithout special incident. 

Tne revisionists and Socialist organs 
summoned their readers to assemble slong 
the thoroughfares to be traversed by the 
President and his party, and from the 
hour of noon thousands of demonstrators 
set out from Montmartre, Belleville and 
other working-class quarters, in big 
organized bands, oll wearing a small 
artificial red flower in the butfonhole, 
and marched across Paris, taking up 
positions along the Avenue des Champs- 
Klysee and the Avenue du Boils de Bou- 
logne. 

They gave M. Loubet a tremendous 
ovation, confining their cries almost 
entirely to “Vive Loubet’’ and “Vive Ja 
Repnblique.’’ The President did not hear 
a discordant cry, although there were one 
or two scufiles before and after he passed 
between the police and an occasional hobt- 
heided anti-Droyfusard, who tried to 
shout ‘‘A bas Loubet,’’ and was immedi- 
ately pounced upon by a swarm of police- 
men, 

A policeman was stationed every dozen 
yards ulong the whole route, and thore 
were squadrons of dragoons armed with 
lances, and mounted Republican Guards 
at all important points, 

KMnquiry ut the prefecture of police at 
1 late hour elleited the information that 
atout 80 arrests wore made during the 
Coy, and ten policemen were more or loss 
seriously injored.

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They Don’t Like Tanners, 

There are but two tanneries of any 
magnitude, says a consular report, in op- 
eration throughout Japan—one located in” 
Osaka and the other in Tokyo—and they 
are chiefly occupied in supplying the 
leather wants of the army and navy. A 
large tanning establishment is located near 
Kobe. It was formerly under European 
management, but, after several unsuccess- 
ful attempts to operate it, has been closed. 
There are many small ‘home tanneries” 
in this country, and they are operated ex- 
clusively by the etas, a class of persons 
whose occupation is looked upon as un- 
clean, The beggars (kojiki) constitute 
the lowest class in Japan, and next above 
them are the etas, who monopolize the 
occupation of killing animals for food, the 
tanning and dressing of leather, grave 
digging and similar work. ‘The etas 
are popularly supposed to be in possession 
of a secret method of tanning. 

It is‘pointed out at the state department 
as a curious coincidence that in medimyal 
Germany it was a perquisite of the public 
executioner, the most desperate and de- 
graded creature in the community, to flay 
eyery dead animal and to tan its hide, a 
task no honest man would undertake,—St.

The 
Treasurer's bonds would cover this portion 
of the City’s revenue, as well as that for 
which he has given a guarantee in the past, 
This amalgamation of offices will not en- 
tail upon the Treasurer too much labor, 
and will be a direct saving at the very out- | 
set of the City’s management of the Works, 
A separate set of books and a separate 
bank account should be kept for the Water- 
works Department. With this recommend- 
ation in view, I spent some time with the 
City Treasurer in the Waterworks office on 
Saturday last, and we have formulated the 
plans for the necessary books of account, 
as well as the method of keeping them. : 

Since the By-law was passed I have been 
in communication with several cities with 
respect to their Board of Commissioners. 
Some cities pay a small salary to cach 
Commissioner ; in otliers they serve without 
salary. I would suggest that no salary 
or. fee be attached to the office 
of Commissioner in Belleville. The 
position will bring to the men elected 
as much*honor and prominence as come to 
members of the City Council, who serve 
the public without reward, while the 
duties will be no more onerous. I thin‘ 
it would be well to have, as far as possible, 
continuity in the office of Commissioner, 
which will insure stability and foresight in 
the management. It could be arranged. 
by amendment to the Act, that at least one 
Commissioner, with not less than a year's 
experience, should always be on the Board, 
Indecd, it may be, and | hope it will, that 
we shall be so fortunate in our ckoice of 
Commissioners, and that the Commission- 
ers chosen will become sé interested in 
‘this work, by reason of successful manage- 
ment and satisfactory financial results, that 
the same men will, as is the case in other 
cities, be continued in office term after 
term, The people, however, will have 
that matter in their own hands. 


_ Following the final passing of the By- 
Jaw this evening will be the printing and 
sale of the debentures. The latest sale of 
a large portion of debentures in the Pro- 
vince was by the City of Ottawa on the 
first of this month. Debentures bearing 
the same rate of intereit e+ ours will, 
namely, 35%, were sold at par. 

By assuming the Waterworks, the City 
has practically gone into business, the ob- 
ject being to secure for the people the 
profits accruing from the consumption of 
water in our community. There are enter- 
prising and successful, but prudent and 
careful, business men in our midst who 
have not hitherto given much or any time 
to public duties. I do not doubt that from 
among such men we shall always find two 
with sufficient public spirit and interest in 
our rate of taxation, «from the fact that 
they are property owners, who wll, with 
the Mayor for the time being, furnish us 
with a Board of Water Commissioners 
whose management will be as successful 
and profitable as that which other cities 
have experienced.

SURF SLIDING IN HAWAII. 


An Old Bime Incident of the Indal- 
gence In It of Royal Dames. 


The old practice of surf sliding—‘hee 
nalu’’—upon surf boards was magnificent 
sport. It has fallen almost entirely into 
disuse since 40 years ago, when horses be- 
came numerous and cheap. Before that 
date I used freqnently to see it at Lahama 
as well as earlier at Kailua. I believe 
some adepts still practice it at Hilo. The 
board used in surf sliding is from 5 to 8 


ed at the ends and sharpened at the edges, 
very much like a paper cutter. The rider 
swims out with the board under one arm, 
diving under the rollers until outside 
where the surf is just beginning to break. 
There, by an adroit movement, he stretch- 
es himself upon the board just in front of 
a big roller, at the same time violently 
plying arms and legs to ‘‘get a move on,” 
while the roller lifts him from behind. 
Once in motion the waye does the rest, 
although great skill is needed to keep the 


lently breaking roller.’ The riders will 
thus shoot seyeral hundred yards to the 
shore, 2 

By early and long practice great skill 
was attained in this sport, The more ex- 
pert would often riso to a standing pos- 
ture, balancing their boards by their feet 
at the right point on the waye. I can re- 
member in early boyhood daily watching 
from my home through the stems of the 
lofty cocoa palins scores of natives flying 
in together in the white roaring surf. 
Some were prone, others crouching on 
their boards and some standing erect. 
Both sexes participated, and modesty was 
much at a discount, except when the ven- 
erated missfonary was in sight, The males 
wore the malo or breech girdle when dis- 
porting thus in our neighborhood. ‘he 
females did not stand up on theiz boards. 

Customs in those early days were Arca- 
dian. At about 1824 the writer's young 
mother at Kailua once receiyed in her 
thatched cottage a morning call from a 
bevy of royal dames with their attendants, 
all fresh from surf play. The maidens 
carried the garments while their mistress- 


es stalked into the missionary’s parlor in . 


stately simplicity and proceeded to dress. 
All that was utterly innocent, and so in a 
certain sense was the nearly entire unre- 
straint of domestic morals in those early 
days. To infuse some degree of conscience 
on that point has been altogether the most 
difficult part of- the missionary’s task in 
Hawail.-

Minneapolis, Minn., June 18.—A speo- 
jal despatch last night to The Tribune 
from Stillwater, Minn., says: ‘‘This was 
a terrible night for New Richmond, the 
village being almost wiped out of exist- 
ence by one of the most severe cyclones 
that ever visited that locality. It carried 
rojo and death in its path. The news of 
the disaster Was brought here by a tray- 
elling man, who was stopping at the 
Nicolet House in New Richmond when 
the cyclone struck. He saw the funnel- 
shaped cloud as it came up the principal 
street and took refuge in the basement of 
the hotel, Which was completely wrecked, 
together with every other business house 
in the city.”

lowod the track to New Richmond It .

Very Sad Are the Scenos, 

Indesoribably sad are the soenes of 
desolation wrought by Monday night's 
tornado, that has practically swept out 
of existence the prosperous little city of 
New Richmond. Ont of 500 houses and 
store buildings, comprising the town, 
fully 800 were wrecked by the storm or 
destroyed by fire, Almost cyery family 
has one or more members among the 
dead, injured or missing, and little 
groups are seen everywhere searching, by 
the Nght of lanterns or torches, for loved 
ones who may be buried in the piles of 
debris on every hand, 

Fiftty-Four Bodies Found. 

With frantic energy the search has been 
condneted all day, and up to 9 o'clock 
last night 54 bodies had been found, 
although the number of dead certainly 
will reach 100 or more. ‘These haye for 
the most part been taken to the Catholic 
and Congregational Churches, which, 
althongh in the very edge of the storm's 
path, mirgculously escaped jts fury. In 
these temporary morgues the sights are 
nuch as to touch the hardest heart, as the 
arief-stricken living recognize in bodies, 
horribly mangled and often dismembered, 
the remains of missing dear ones, The 
wounded found temporary asylums in the 
uninjured dwellings on either side of the 
path of the storm, where doctors and 
nurses from nearby cities and towna are 
doing heroic work without sleep or rest. 
As many as possible of the injuréd, whose 
changes for recovery are considered good, 
are being sent to St. Paul and Minne- 
apolis, where they will have better care.

A Ten-Year Lighting Contract, 


Hamilton, June 14.—At a joint meet- 
jing of the specigl electric lighting com- 
mittee and the Board of Works last 
night, the offer of the Cataract Power 
Company to light the city for a term of 
years at the expiration of the present 
contract was considered, The company’s 
offer was: $86 a Jamp per year up to 
425 lamps; from that number to 500, 
$82.50 a iamp. It was figured ouf that at 
those rates a saving of $2,500 a year 
would be effected.

GUNBOATS IN ACTION. 


The American Navy at the Philipploes 


Sllences the Rebel Gun at 
Cavite Viejo. 


Manila, June 14.—At daylight yester- 
day the rebels at Cavite Viejo dropped 
two shells from a big, smooth-bore gun, 
mounted in front of the church, into the 
nayy yard, The only damage done was 
splintering the top of the huge shears on 
the niole. The gunboats Callao, Manila 
and Mosquito then proceeded to dismount 
the gun. 

Aftor breakfast the rebels opened firc 
along the beach to Bakoor, 

After silencing the big gun at Cavite 
Viejo, the gunkoats ran close along the 
shore, bombarding the rebel position 
The rebels replied “with rifle fire anc 
with the flre of some small pieces of artil 
lery, So vigorous way the enemy's fire 
that at 9.20 a.m.° the gunboat Helena 
joined the small gunboats mentioned, and 
the Princeton, Monterey and Monadnock, 
from their anchorages, dropped occasional 
big shells among thé rebels. This appar- 
ently only served to incite the rebels, as 
they kept up an incessant fire of mus- 
ketry and artillery near the mouth of the 
Zapote (not Seapote) River, two miles 
north of Bakoor, The flre of all seven 
warships was concentrated on this port 
shortly after noon, itvhen the upper bay 
presented the appearance of being the 
scene of a great naval battle. The rebels 
were eyentually forced to abandon thelr 
guns, after holding out for about four 
hours, only to be confronted by Genera} 
Lawton’s force on land and in their rear. 

Gen, Lawton’s Hot Fight. 

The fighting at Las Pinas continued 
hotly gll day long. General Lavyton called 
out the whole force of 8000 men, and at 
5 o'clock he was only able to push-the 
insurgents back 500 yards to the Zapote 
River, where they are entrenched. The 
insurgents resisted desperately and 
aggressively. They attempted to turn the 
left flank of the American troops. The 
American loss is conservatively estimated 
at 60. The battle continues. 

Gen, Otis’ Account, 

Washington, June 14.—The following 
cablegram has been received from Ofis: 
Manila, June 13, — Adjutant-General, 
Washington: Lawton’s troops had seyere 
engagement to-day with enemy in 
entrenchments afi crossing Zapote River 
near Bakoor, Cavite Province; has driven 
enemy, With heavy loss; our casualties 
some 80. Insurgents in this southern 
section not molested until threatened 
attack in strong force on Manila; now 
scattered and in retreat; doubtful if they 
muke further stand, (Signed) Otis,’’ 


It Must Ke Serious. : 
Buffalo, June 14.—A special despatch 
from Washington to The Evening Times 
says: *‘A great deal of mystery is main- 
tained at the War Department concerning 
the real situation of affairs at Manila. 
The fact thaf immediately after the 
receipt of a cablegram from Gen. Otis 
yesterday morning the Department 
ordered tyywo battalions each of the 24th 
and 25th colored troops, now stationed at 
the Presidio, and at Fort Logan, to pro- 
ceed at once to the Philippines, indicates 
that the situation is regarded as some- 
what serious. 3 
“Ip is generally understood in War De- 
partmensé circles that the 5th Infantry 
now in Cuba, and possibly the 15th, also 
on that island, will be forwarded to 
Mantin immediately, and the chances are 
that the 10th wyill proceed to reinforce 
Gen, Otis.’ 


NEWSPAPER FIGHTING LAW,

Ottawa, June 14.—A Journal reporter, 
W. K. Askwith, was nominally com- 
mitted to jail by the Police Magistrate 
yesterday for contempt of court, The 
Journal, to prove allegations that the 
License Commissioners were not doing 
their duty, published o list of saloons in 
which a reporter had obtained Nquor on 
Sunday. The police were nettled and 
found out who he was and subpoenaed 
him to give Police Court evidence, Ac- 
cordingly, under The Journal’s advice, 
the reporter refused to answer, the news- 
paper claiming that its object was to 
show tho laxity of the authorities, and 
not to plek on a few saloonkeepers out of 
many who broke tho law. The magistrate 
comnitted the reporter for contempt, The 
Journal has applied for a writ of habeas 
corpus, on the ground that the Ontario 
goneral Jaw of evidence exempts a witness 
from incriminating bimself.

HAVEMEYER ON THE SUGAR TRUST, 





President of the American Company 
Binmes It All on the Tariff 


Washington, Juno 15.—Mr, Henry O, 
Havomoyer, president of the American 
Sugar Refining Company, was examined 
by the industrial commission yesterday 
in connection with its investigation of 
trusts. His testimony related almost 
wholly to the sugar industry, and he 
opened with a vigorous attack upon the 
customs tariff, which he deolared was the 
“nother of all trusts,’’ becoming such 
by providing ‘tan inordinate protection 
to manufactured articles,’ 

He asserted that o tariff of ten per 
cent, was as high as any tariff should bo. 
He contended that sugar was discrimin- 
ated against in the tariff in the interest 
of the Lonisiana cane growers, the beet 
Sugar makers and the sugar growers of 
the Hawaiian Islands. To these interests, 
he contended, the United States con- 
tributed $24,000,000, which was taken 
out of the pockets of the people. He 
thought Congress should haye put an 
internal revenue tax on the American 
production of sugar, The représentations 
made in Congress concerning the trust, 
he declared, were untrue, and if it was a 
fact that the people suffered from trusts 
they must blame the protective tariff sys- 
tem, of which the trusts were merely the 
muchinery. : 


“INDIANS DOING WELL. 





Tho Northwest Red Men Ave Becoming 
Good FariQrrs. 


Ottawa, June 15.—The annual report 
of the Northwest Mounted Police Depart- 
ment was laid on the table yesterday 
afternoon by Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 

The report of Col. Herchmer is dated 
Dec. 20, 1808, and gives some interesting 
dotails of the work of the force during 
the year. With respect to the Indians the 
commissioner says: ‘‘We- hnye had no 
trouble With the Indians this year. A 
growing inclination to make money, 
fostered by the Indian Department, who 
have given them every opportunity, has 
kept the able-bodied men of most bands 
at work and between freighting and hay- 
making and the gathering of crops most 
of their time has been fully occupied. 
They have sold a great deal of hay at 
good prices and have also, particularly in 
tho north, sold a number of splendid 
steers, besides supplying their reseryes 
with beef. They pay great attention to 
their cattle, and their steers are probably 
as good as those disposed of by the best 
farmers in the country; and if the depart- 
ment only continues in this wise policy 
of frequently changing the bulls, only 
buying the best, they will soon be very 
rich mh goou cattle.”’ 


- NOT ONE CHILD LIVING. 


Result of the Famine in Kazan District 








in Russin-The Suffering and 
Disease Is Awful. 
London, June 15.—While famine is 


how threatening the southern provinces of 
Russian, the correspondent of Lhe Times 
at St. Petersburg wires that the condi- 
tion of the seven proyinces of Kast Kuro- 
pean Russia is worse than it was during 
the famine of 1891 and 1892. 

“Quite half a population of 11,000,- 
000,"" he says, ‘are undergoing terrible 
sufferings, starvation and disease; and 
the authorities everywhere appear in- 
capable and unprepared to deal with the 
calamity. Money is squandered in 
absurdly high pay to reliof agents, and, 
owing to the bigh prices which the Goy- 
ernment charges for seed corn, no en- 
couragement is given to peasants to till 
the ground.

We have care- 
fully considered your deliverance and 
heartily endorse the remarks so well put 
by your Honor in your opening address, 
and we would recommend that a limit of 
at least ten days be given for service of 
appeal, and also that jurisdiction should be 
extended to the County Judges on Division 
Court Circuits to deal with all such mat- 
ters and so avoid the great inconvonience 
and often injustice to parties as the law 
now stands. We would ask your Honor to 
bring this matter to the notice of the 
proper authorities. 


We congratulate the County upon its 
freedom from crime. No criminal cases 
have come before us, as was anticipated in 
your opening address, and by the appear- 
ance of the emblematic pair of white gloves. 

This healthy and moral state of affairs 
aré due no doubr in a great measure to the 
careful religious training of the youth of 
the county, and to the thorough and effici- 
ent teaching in the public schools. 1t speaks 
well for the County of Hastings, and shows 
the good moral atmosphere prevailing in all 
parts of it.

KIPLING’S EARLY STYLE. 


An Almost Forgotton Description of the 
City of Amber, Writton Karly 
in His Life. 


While Rudyard Kipling was a journal- 
ist in India he syrote many articles which 
haye not beon reprinted and probably 
never will be. His publishers, while ho 
was on his travels, once issued two collec: 
tlons of his short akotches, but both ho 
and his friends oonsidered them too 
immature, and they were suppressed. 

One of these collections had consider- 
able circulation before it was suppressed, 
but the other, entitled ‘‘Lettors of 
Marque,’ was but little known outside 
of India. From that yolume the follow- 
ing is taken: 

“And what shall be said of Amber, 
Queen of the Pass—the city that Tey 
Singh bade his people slough as snakes 
cast their skins. The Globe-trotter will 
assure you that if must be done before 
anything else, and the Globe-trotter is, 
for once, perfectly correct. Aber lies 
between six and seven miles from Jey- 
pore, among tho ‘tumbled fragments of 
the hills,’ and is reachable by so prosato 
@ conyeyance as a ticcaghan, and so un- 
comfortable a one as an elephant. He is 
provided by the Maharaja, and ‘the yo- 
ple who make India their prey are apt to 
accept his services as a matter of course, 

‘*Riso very early in the morning, before 
the stars have gone out, and driyé through 
the sleeping city till the pavement gives 
place to cactus and sand, and educational 
and enlighted institutions to mile upon 
mile of semi-decayed Hindu temples— 
brown ond weather-beaten — running 
down to the shores of the Groat Man 
Sagar Lake, wherein are more rufned 
temples, palaces and fragments of cause- 
ways. The water birds have thelr homes 
in the half-submerged arcades and the 
mugger nuzzles the shafts of the pillars. 
It is a fitting prelude to the desolation of 
Amber, In the half light of dawn, a great 
city sunk between hillsvand built round 
three sides of a lake is dimly visible, and 
one waits to catch the hum that should 
rise from jt as the day breaks. 

“The air in the valley is bitterly chill, 
With the growing light Amber stands 
revealed and the trayeller sees that it is a 
city that will never wake. A few meonas 
live in huts at the end of the valley, but 
the temples, the shrines, the palaces and 
the tiers on tiers of houses are desolate. 
Trees grow in and split open the walls, 
the windows are filled with brushyood, 
and the cactus chokes the street. Tho 
Englishman made his way up the side 
of the hill to the great palace that over- 
Jooks everything except the red fort of 
Jeighur, guardian of Amber, As the ele- 
phant swung up the steep roads, payed 
with stone and built out on the sides of 
the hill, the HNnglishman looked into 
empty houses where the little gray squir- 
rel sat and scratched its ears. ‘The peacock 
walkea upon the housetops and the blue 
pigeon roosted within. He passed under 
fron-studded gates, whereof the hinges 
were eaten out with rust; and by walls 
plumed and crowned with grass, and 
under more gateways, till at last he 
reached the palace and came suddenly 
into a gteat quadrangle, where two 
blinded, arrogant stallions, covered with 
red and gold trappings, screamed and 
neighed at each other from opposite ends 
ef the yast space. 

“From the top of the palace you may 
read, if you please, the Book of Nazekiel 
written in stone upon the hillside, Com- 
ing up the Englishman had seen the city 
from below on a leyel. He now looked 
into its very heart—the heart tbat had 
ceased to beat, ‘here was no sound of 
men or cattle, or grindstones in those 
pitiful streets—nothing but the cooing of 
the pigeons. At first it seemed that the 
palace was not ruined at-all—that pres- 
ently the women would come up on the 
housetops and the bells would ring -in the 
temples. But as ho attempted to follow 
with his eye the turns of the strecta the 
Englishman saw that they died out in 
wood tangle and blocks of fallen stone, 
and that some of the houses were rent 
with great cracks, and pierced from roof 
to road with holes that let in the morn- 
ing sun. The drip-stones of the eaves 
were gap-toothed, and the tracing of the 
screens had fallen out, so that zenana 
roems lay shamelessly open to the day. 

“On the outakirts of the olty the 
strong-walled houses dwindled and sank 
down to mere stone heaps and faint indi- 
cations of plinth and wall, bard to trace 
against the background of stony soil. The 
shadow of the palace lay oyer two-thirds 
of the city, and the trees deepened the 
shadow. ‘He who has bent.o'or the dead’ 
after the hour of which Byron sings, 
knows that the features of the man be- 
come blunted aa it were—the face begins 
to fade. The same hideous look les on 
the face of the Queen of the Pass, and 
when once this is realized the eye won- 
ders that it could have ever believed in 
tho life of her. She is the olty ‘whose 
graves are set in the side of the pit and 
her company is round about hor graves,’ 
sister of Pathros, Zoan and No. 

‘“Moved by a thoroughly insular in- 
atinct, the Englishman took up a pleco 
of plaster and heaved it from the palace 
wall into the dark streets below. It 
bounded from a housotop to a window- 
ledge, and thence into a little square, 
and the sound of its fall was hollow and 
echoing, as the sound of ao stone ina 
well. Then the silence closed up upon tle 
sound till in the faraway courtyard below 
the roped stallions began seream ing 
afresh. There may be desolation in the 
great Indian Desert to the westward, ord 
there is desolation upon the open sear, 
but the desolation of Amber is beyond 
the loneliness either of land or sea."’

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OUTWITTING AN ELEPHANT. 
A Hunter Saved by His Knowledge 
of the Beast's Habits,

Only those faniliar with the ‘*manners 
und customs" of tho elephant have any 
idea what a nimble creature it really ts, 
Massive and slow footed as it looks, it is 
cupable, when roused, of feats that would 
be difficult for much fleeter animals.  Ws- 
pecially is this the caso with African clo- 
phants, which, though taller, are gencral- 
ly lighter than thelr Asiatlo brethron, 
Morcoyer, accustomed for ages to lend o

In illustration of this fact wo aro ro- 
minded of a story told by one of the sports- 
mon in Africa. He was “out after clo- 
phants”’ and had just flréd at and wound- 
od a magnificent specimen, Unfortunately 
for him, he had only sueceeded in slightly 
wounding it, when, infuriated by the at- 
tack, it turned and charged him. It was 
a terrifying tight. With its enormous 
ears spread out like sails and emitting 
shrill notes of rago, it came thundering 
over the ground like a runaway locomo- 
tive. The hunter fired another shot, but 
missed. His nerve was shaken, and, 
throwing down his ‘‘express’’ rifle, he 
sought safety inflight. Near athand was 
asteep hill, and to this he directed his 
steps, for, boing but slightly acquainted 
with the climbing powers of the clephunt, 
he thought his pursuer might be baffled: 

. by the steepness of the ascent, 

It was a terrible disappointment to find 
that the elephant could climb a hill just 
as quickly as the hunter, nimble runner 
as ho was. The fuyitive, indeed, would 
have soon been overtaken if ho had not 
thought of a really ingenious ruse. Ho 
knew tbat elephants never run, or, even 
walk, down a steep incline, but always 
crouch down, gather their feet together, 
lean well back and slide down. Just as 
the ferocious animal had got within a few 
yards of him, therefore, the wily hunter 
suddenly doubled and ran down the hill 
again. | 

Quick asa flash the elephant turned, 
gathered himself together and, trumpot- 
ing with baflled rage, slid down after his 
victim. ‘he hunter had just time to 
spring out of the way as the great beast 
came ‘‘tobogganing”’ after him, smushing 
trees and shrubs and carrying everything 
before it like an yvalanche, Then once 
more the huntey dashed to the top of tho 
hill, while the elephant, unable to stop 
itself, went oareering down to the very 
foot, where, apparently feeling very sore 
and disappointed, it rose and walked 
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you how.

Manila, /une 16.—Captain Cable of 
General Wheaton's staff, with three com 
panies of the 2Ist Regiment, reconnoiterod 
in the direction of Imus yostorday, ‘Thi 
yebols, Who were apparently expecting au 
attack, retired, leaving behind them 20 
Spanish prisoners, who joined the Amer 
joans. ‘The rebels have probably gone to 
the mountains along tho lake. According 
to native stories, the rebels carried 100 
dead and 800 wounded through Bacoor 
after the recent battle. The natives are 
now flooding into Bacoor, and it Ia 
probable there are many soldiers in plain 
clothus among them, ‘the whole section 
is practically without food, and Major 
General Obls has ordered the distribution 
of rico snd beef to the inhabitants, 

Luta'a Assussiuation. 

Many peoople still refuse to credit tho 
stories of the assassination of General 
Luna by the guard at Aguinaldo’s hend- 
quarters, though the reports to that effect 
are most circumstantial and from good 
sources. But rumors of assasinations and 
disasters from the rebel camp are so fre- 
quently printed’ in the local papers that 
they have come to be regarded with in- 
difference, The latest is that the Governor 
of Cebu bas been killed by natives be- 
cause of his friendship to Americans. A 
prominent commercial man with excep- 
tional means of learning of the Filipinos’ 
movements claims to know Genoral Luna 
is still alive, adding that if he is dead 
and if his death occurred a month ago 
people would have expected a collapse of 
the revolution to follow. ‘Lhe failure of 
the Filipinos to follow up the peace nego- 
tiutions strengthens the impression that 
their overtures were merely to gain time 
and in order to lure the Americans to 
show their hands. 

Luna's Address to His Army. 

The Independencia, a revolutionary 
organ, of May 20, a copy of which has 
just been obtained, ~ prints an interview 
with General Luna showing the argo 
ments he used to keep up the spirits of 
his follawers. He represents the Filipino 
cause us prospering, ‘‘because the Ameri- 
cans have gained only a hundredth part 
of Luzon by hard fighting,’’ and says the 
women and children tilling the flelds 
within the American lines give the pro, 
ceeds of their work to. support the Fili- 
pino arms, He is said to have further re- 
marked: ‘‘More Americans will be killed 
by ambuscades, surprises and~ disease 
than in battles. I detest war, but we 
cannot accept peace at any price but in- 
dependence. The Americans suffered for 
their independence and in their hearts 
they appreciate why we resist them.’

VENEZUELAN ARBITRATION, 





First Mooting of the Commission at the 
Vrench Foreign Office, 


Paris, June 16.—The first 
meeting of the Venezuelan arbitration 
commission opened yesterday morning. 
The arbitrators, counsel and others were 
recelyed by the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, M. Delcasse, in the apartment in 
which the tribunal will sit. These are 
the rooms used at the meeting of the 
Spanish-American peace conference and 
during the Behring Sea arbitration. Alto- 
gether there were about 40 persons con- 
nected with the tribunal present. 

The arbitrators. took their scats soon 
after 11 o'clock, Chief Justice Melville KB. 
Fuller and Sir Richard Henn Coilin3, 
Lord Justice of Appeals, sitting on the 
right of Prof. de Martens, the umpire, 
and Baron Russell of Killowen, Lord 
Chief Justice of England, and Justice 
Dayid J. Brewer sitting on his left. 

Doleasse Welcomed Them. 

The proceedings opened at 11.20, when 
M. Delcasse briefly welcomed the tribunal 
in French. 

Prof. de Martens replied, thanking the 
French Foreign Minister for his welcome 
and for the hospitality extended to the 
arbitrators. Referring to the work being 
dono at ‘the Hague in the matter of arbi- 
tration, he said the peace conference 
sought not merely to arrange a settle- 
ment of conflicts but the avoidance of 
conflicts, and expressed the hope that the 
present tribunal would have the result of 
promoting the welfare and prosperity of 
the two countries interested. 

The arbitrators will meot four days o 
week, and)théidays off will be Fridays, 
Saturdays and Sundays. 

Sir Richard Webster 
counsel had arranged he should speak 
first, then two Venezuelan counsel, next 
Great Britain, with possibly two counsel; 
thon Venezuela and next Great Britain, 
The final speech was to be made by 
Vonezeuln.

A Postal Act Amondment. 

On the opening ot the House Hon. Mr 
Mulock introduced a bill to amend the 
Poastofflee Act, and In doing so explained 
that one of the changes was that ‘sam 
ple’? copies of newspapers for non- 
subscribers, which now pay Ilo per 
pound, will pay tho same rate as Is 


charged on papers mailed to subseribers, 
and may contain cirenlars and accounts, 
such as may now be sent to subseribers, 
Another change is that railway mail 
superintondenta may be appointed from 
olurks who have served jn the railway 
mail service for ten years, ‘elfhber on the 
road or Jn the offlee,’’ Instead of ‘fon the 
road,’’ &3 at prosent, Provision is made 
for charging o small fee for despatching 
letters after the regular hour for closing 
the mail, and for issuing registered letters 
up to $25 value at a rate which will be 
just sufficient to protect the department 
from Joss, ‘The bill was read a first thne, 
Questions und Anawers. 

Solieitor-General Witzpatrick said, in 
reply to Mr, ‘Taylor, that Hon, P. A. 
Choquette was assigned as Superior Court 
Judge to the District of Quebec. 

In answer to o question put for Mr. 
Casgrain, Hon. Mr. Blair said that while 
A. A. Macdonald, late assistant manager 
of the Intercolonial, was under suspension 
Charles Belleau, chief train despatcher, 
ncted in his place and received $42 0 
month in addition to his regular salary 
of $83. 

Grain Inspection, 

Sir Henri Joly withdrew his bill to 
amend the General Inspection Act and 
introduced the new bill agreed on by the 
grain growers’ and buyers’ deputations, 
the provisions of which have already been 
given. He explained that No. 1 hard 
would contain 75 per cent of red fife, 
instead of two-thirds, as at present, and 
that the bill provided for inspection east 
of Manitoba when necessary, 

Tho House in Supply. 

The House then went into committee 
of supply, taking up the item of $20,000 
for & lighthouse to replace the lightship 
at present in use at the Upper Traverse, 
St Lawrence River. A long debate en- 
sued, Which lasted all the afternoon and 
part of the evening, after which the item 
passed. 

A vote for $11,000 for public buildings, 
Ottawa, provoked a discussion on the 
question of lighting the buildings with 
electricity, the Opposition contending 
that the price paid by the Government, 
$3 per light per year, was excessive. 

The item was passed, and, after a few 
more votes hal been agreed to, the House 
adjourned at 12,20. 


THE SENATE, 





Ottawa, June 16.—In the Senate yes- 
terday afternoon Hon. David Mills intro- 
duced a bill to amend thé vot relating to 
penitentiaries. The bill, he explained, 
provides that in cases where penitentiar 
ies in unother province are more conyeni- 
ent to inecarcerate a convict than the 
penitentiary of the district in which he 
Was convicted, the convict may be incar- 
corated in such,penitentlary. he bill 
gives the Governor-General-in-Council 
power, where an oflicer who bas been 
promoted from a position where he would 
have been entitled, under the Civil 
Service Act, to receive a gratuity, to a 
position where he was entitled to a retir- 
ing allowance, to give hini both. It also 
provides for the remoyal of insane per- 
sons. There were numerous persons who 
had been committed to asylums after 
haying peen adjudged irresponsible in 
criminal trials, for whom he did not think 
the Federal Government was responsible, 
though the Dominion was responsible for 
all prisoners who went insane after con- 
vietion. 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell asked for some 
information, but the Minister of Justice 
suggested that it would be better to dis- 
cuss the bill when it was printed. The 
bill was read a first time. 


Lonun Companies Bill, 


Ifon. David Mills, in moving the sec- 
ond reading of the bill respecting loan 
companios, said that objection had been 
taken in some quarters to the Federal 
‘ariiament dealing with this question at 
all, It seemed to him rather Jate in 
the day to urge this objection, when the 
Federal Parliament had been doing so 
for so lang. He saw in some newspapers 
the statement that he bad given up his 
old views of the constitution, and his old 
espousal of provincial rights. He was not 
aware of any change in his views, for he 
had never held that all power was bound 
up in lientenant-governors or provincial 
lozislatures. There Yas nothing in this 
bi which subverted any provincial right. 

Sir Muckenzie Bowell complimented 
tho MJnister on his speech. He had been 
lad to hear it, for he bad told the Min- 
ister privarely that his fear was that 
when he accepted the portfolio of Justice, 
that he was so much a provinclal rights 
man that be would lean against the 
Dominion, 

The bul was read a second time.

With So Many Churchos of Different 
Creeds and Customs It Should Not 
Be Difficult'to Cheose for One's Pre-

Washington, June 11.—Rey. Dr. Tal- 
mage took for his text this morning Gen- 
osis xiii, 8: ‘‘Let there be no strife, I 
pray thee, between me and thee, and 
bet\veen my herdinen and thy herdmen. 
Ts not the whole Jand before thee?’ He 
said: 

Uncle and nephew, Abram and Lof, 
both pious, both millionaires, and with 
such large flocks of bleating sheep and 
lowing cattle that their herdmen got into 
a fight, perbaps about the best pasture, 
or abont. the best water privilege, or 
because the cow of one got hooked by the 
horns of the other, Not thelr poverty of 
opportunity, but their wealth, was the 
cause of controversy between these two 
men, ‘lo Abram, the glorious old Meso- 
potamlan sheik, such controversy seemed 
absurd. It was like two ships quarreling 
for sea room in the middle of the Aflantic 
Ocean. ‘There was a vast reach of coun- 
try, cornfields, vineyards, harvests and 
plenty of room in illimitable acreage. 
‘Now,’ says Abram, ‘let us agree to 
differ. Here are the mountain districts, 
swept by the tonic of sea breeze and with 
wide reaching prospect, and there is the 
plain of Jordan, with tropical luxuriance. 
You may have either.’’ Lot, who was 
not asrich as Abram and might haye 
been expected to take the second choice, 
made the first selection, and with a 
modesty that must haye made Abram 
smile said to him: 

‘*You may have the rocks and the fine 
prospect; I will take the yalley of the 
Jordan, with all its Juxuriance of corn- 
fields, and the river to water the flocks, 
and the genial climate, and the wealth 
immeasurable,’’ So the controversy was 
forever settled,-and great souled Abram 
carried out the suggestion of the text: 
“Let there be no strife, I pray thee, 
between me and thee, and between my 
herdmen and thy herdmen. -Is not the 
whole land before thee?’’ 

Woll, in thls, the last decade of the 
nineteenth century, and in this beautiful 
land, which was called Amentica, ufter 
Americus Vespucius, but should have 
been called Columbus, after its discover- 
er. Columbus, we have a wealth of 
religious privilego and opportunity that 
is positively bewildering—churches of all 
sorts of creeds, and. of oll kinds of goy- 
erninent, and all forms of worship, and 
all styles of architecture.

No.fight about vestments, or 
between liturgical or nonliturgical 
adherents, or as to baptismal modes, or a 
handful of water us compared witha 
riverful, If Abram prefers to dwell on 
the helghts, where he can only geta 
sprinkling from tho clouds, leb him con- 
sent that Lot have all the Jordan in 
which to immerse himself, ‘‘Let there be 
no strife, I pray theo, betyweon me and 
thee, and between my herdmen and thy 
herdmen. Is not the whole land before 
thoc?” -

You 
are loeced up with what you suppose to 
be yveligion, but you are like Captain 
Frobisher, who brought back from hig 
voyaye of discovery a shipload of what he 
supposed valuable minerals, yet, instead 
of being silver and gold, were nothing 
but common stones of tha fleld, to be 
hurled out as finally useless. 

Mighty God, in all thy realm is there 
one man or woman professing religion, 
yet so stolid, so unttted, so tar gone unw 
death that there would be any hesitancy 
in w#urrendering all preferences’ before 
such an opportunity of salvation and 
heavenly reunion?

Say goodby to your friends jn the 
neighboring pews and go with him to 
any cne of a hundred churches till his 
soul is sayed and he joins you in the 
march to heayen, More iniportant than 
that ring on the third finger of your left 
hand it is that your Heavenly Father 
command the angel of mercy concerning 
your husband at his conversion, as in the 
parable of old, ‘Put a-ring on his hand.”’ 

No letter of more importance ever came 
to the great city of Corinth, situated on 
What was called the ‘Bridge of the Sea,”’ 
and glistening with sculpture, and gated 
with a sfyle of brass the magnificence of 
Which the following ages have not been

Second remark: If both of the married 
couples be Christinns, bué one is s0 
naturally constructed that it is impossi- 
ble to enjoy the services of a particular 
denomination and the other Is nob so 
sectarian or punctilious, let the one less 
particular go with the other who is very 
particular, As for myself, I feel os much 
at home in one denomination of evan- 
golisal Christians as another, and I think 
Iimust have been .born very near the 
lino.

have both becn on the Mount of Wrans- 
fizuration, althongh you went up by 
different paths, and that you have both 
been fed by the» bread of life, though 
kneaded by different hands in difforent 
trays and baked in different ovens. ‘But 
how nabowt the children?’ I am often 
asko.l by scores of parents. Let them also 
muke their own choice. They will grow 
up With reverence for both the denomin- 
ations represented by father and mother 
if you by holy lives commend * those 
denominations. If the father lives the 
better life, thoy will have the more favor- 
able opinion of his denomination. If the 
mother lives tae better life, they will 
have the more favoratle opinion of her 
denomination. And some day both the 
parents Will, for at least one service, go 
to the same church. The neighbors will 
suy, ‘‘I wonder whet 18 going on to day, 
for I suw our neighbor and his wife, who 
always go to different chureSes, going 
arm in arm to .the same sanctuary.’ 
Well, I will tell you what kaa brought 
them together arm in arm to the same 
altar, Something very important has 
happened. Their son {a to-day uniting 
with the churoh, He ts standing in the 
aisle, taking the vows ofa Ch Jstian. He 


had been somewhat wayward and gaye 

father and mother a good deal of anxiety, 

‘but thelr prayers have beon anasvered in 
his conversion, and as he stands in the 
aisle and the sojnister of religion says, 

“To you consecrate yourself fo the God 
Who made and redeemed you, and do you 
promise to serve him all” your days?’ 
and with manly voice ho sanawers, ‘‘I 
do,”’ there is an April shower in the pew 
whore father and mother sit and a rain- 
bow of joy which arche. both their souls 
and makes all differences of «creed in- 
finitesinial, And the daughter, who had 
been very worldly and gay and thought- 
less, puts her life on the altar of conse- 
cration, and as the sunlight of that 
Sabbath streams through tho church 
Window and falls upon her brow and 
theek she looks like their other daughter, 
whose face was illuminated with the 
brightness of another world on the day 
when the Lord took her into his heavenly 
_keeping years ago. 

I shoald not wonder if, after all, these 
parents pass the evening of their life in 
the same church, all differances of church 
preference ayercomo by the joy of being 
in the house of God where their children 
Were prepared for usefulness and heaven. 
But I can give you a recipe for ruining 
your children. Angrily contend in the 
household that your church is righé and 
the church of your companion is wrong. 
Bring sneer and caricature to empbasize 
your opinions, and your children will 
make up their ininds that religion is a 
sham, ana they will have none of it. In 
the northeast storm of domestic contro- 
yéersy the rose of Sharon and _the lily of 
tho valley will not grow. Fight about 
apostolic sucession, fight about election 
and free agency, fight about baptism, 
fight about the bishopric, fight about 
gown and surplice, and the religious 
prospects of your children will be left 
dead on. the fleld. You will be as unfort- 
unate as Charles, Duke of Burgundy, 
who in battle loss a diamond the value 
of a kingdom, for in your fight you will 
lose the jewel of salvation for your entire 
household. This is nothing against the 
advocacy of your own religious theories. 
TIsa ntl farcihle arenment. bring all tell- 
ing illustration, array all demonstrative 
facts, but let there be no acerbity, no 
stinging retort, no mean insinuation, no 
superciliousness, as though all others were 
wrong and you infallibly right. 

Take a hint from astronomy. The 
Ptolemaic system made the earth the 
center of the solar system, and everything 
was thought to turn round the earth. 
But the Copérnican system came and 
made the sun the center around which 
tho planets revolved. ‘he bigot makes 
his little belief the center of everything, 
but the large souled Christian makes the 
sun of righteousness the center and all 
denominations without any clashing and 
each in its own sphere revelving «round 
it. Over the tomb or Dean Stanley in 
Westminster Abbey is the passage of 
Scripture, “Thy commandments aro ex- 
ceeding broad.’’ Let no man crowd us on 
to path like the bridge Al Sirat, which 
the Mohammedan thinks leads from this 
world over the abyss of hell into para- 
dise, the breadth of the bridge less than 
the web of a starved spider or the edge 
ofa sword or razor, off the edges of 
which many fall. No. While the way is 
not wide enough to take with us any of 
our sins, it is wide Cnough for all Ohris- 
tlan believers to pass Without peril into 
everlasting safety, But_do not any of you 
depend upon what you cull ‘a sound 
creed’' for salvation, A man may own 
all the statutes of the State of New York

Not what you bave in your 
head and on your tongue, bub in your 
heart and in your life, will decide every- 
thing.

Instead of disputing 
in your home about the different kinds 
of Juntern, a8 a watebman on the walls 
of Zion I ery, “Let your light so shine 
before men that they, seeing your jrood 
works, muy glorify your Father which Is 
in heavon!’' Hang out your lights! You 
may have o thousand ideas about roliion 
and yobt not the great idea of pardoning 
meroy, It js not the number of ideas, but 
the greatness of them,

Denver, Col., June 16.—Thirty thous- 
and men in Colorado will be out of work 


Within the next three days unless steps’ 


are taken to end the strike ot the smelter 
employes. The Omaha and Grant, and the 
Globe in Denver, the Bimetallic, and the 
Arkansas Valley, at Leadville, and the 
Hiters and the Colcrado smelters at 
Pueblo are closed. The closed works are 
under guard, but nowhere have the men 
made any demonstration. 
Mines Already Closed. 

These mines have already closed: The 
Commodore, Amethyst, Bachelor, Bache- 
lor No. 2 and Last Chance mines, in the 
Oreede district; the Calliope and Hagerty 
at Ouray, the Carribean and Monte- 
zuma near Ophir; the Iron Mask and 
Black Iron at Red Cliff; the Smuggler at 
Aspen. * 

Railronuds Affected, 

The Porter Fuel Company at Durango 
has closed, throwing 150 men out of 
work. From all parts of the State come 
reports that mines are reducing forces. 
At Leadville 900 men have been dis- 
charged. Should the mines close all over 
the State 6,000 railrond men will be 
thrown out of employment, Four mines 
of the Colorado Fuel & Iron Company, 
three near Canon City, and one in Pitkin 
‘County have been shut down on account 
of wage differences, .

The Terms in tlre Proposed Settlement 
Stated From Ottawa. 


Ottawa, June 16.—Regarding the Grand 
Trunk strike matters stand just where 
they did, and will do so for a day or 
two. Mr. Hays, general manager of the 
Grand Trunk Railway, being away until 
to-day, prevents any further communica- 
tion with him until his return.

ways. Mr. H. A. Powell, M.P., is to be 
associated with Mr. Sutherland in the 
settlement before the Minister of Rail- 
ways.

The Life Insurance Hill Passes the Bank. 
ing and Commerce Committee, 


Ottawa, June 17,—When the banking 
and commerce committee met yesterday 
morning to continue deliberation on the 
Government life insurance bill all the 
excitement of the last two days had yan- 
ished, and there was an air of expectancy. 

Hon. W. S. Fielding, in a brief speech, 
proposed the following compromise: That 
the present 434 per cent. basis should be 
extended to 1910, instead of 1907; that 
then the first reduction to 4 per cent. be 
bronght into force, and that the time for 
the final reduction from 4 per cent. to 
834 per cent. be extended from 1912 to 
1915. This would give the companies a 
little longer time to collect funds to meet 
the requirements. 

Hon, George EK. Foster simply said that 
he accepted the proposition. If they could 
agree by ench giving up a little, if made 
-the basis very much stronger. It seemed 
to him that if the compromise was

Province of Ontario had been rendered 
impossible in the Federal Parliament. 
Tho bili of 1882 ald not even accomplish 
an equal representation by population, 
as, while the unit of population was 20,- 
904, a number of constituencios were loft 
considerably below that unit, while 
Liberal constituencies which had tywico, 
and in some cases three times, as large a 
population as the unit, were left with 
only one representative, where they 
should haye had two and sometimes 
three, t 
County Boundaries the Fair Rule. 
The only fair representation was an 
adherence to county boundaries, within 
each province, and in advocating the 
representation by population, the Liberal 
party had not meant an equalization of 
the population of each constituency some 
time past, they meant that each province 
should haye an equal representation in 
the Dominion Parliament, based on its 
population as a province, Taking the 
Redistribution Act of 1882 as a basis, as 
well as the act of 1893, representation by 
population had neyer been an_ important 
factor in redistribution acts. In 1882 out 
of 92 constituencies, 80 of them were 
below 19,000 population, and 84 were 
above 22,000. Tbe unit was 20,904, and 
he thought that 19,000 as a minimum 
and 22,000 as a maximum was a fair 
estimate. On this basis 64 out of the 92 
constituencies were unfairly represented, 
“either by having too large or too small.a 
population. He then challenged contra- 
diction to his statement that ‘‘you will 
not find in any province or in the terri- 
tories that in any period of time from 
Confederation to this moment any due 
regard has been paid to the principle 
which it was pretended governed the 
Redistribution Act of 1882, namely, that 
the ridings were to be equalized in popu- 


Former Acta. 


He then deyoted some time to proving 
by figures, the accuracy of which could 
not be challenged, that the Redistribution 
Act of 1882 produced a representation of 
parties in Parliament that a fair redistri- 
bution bill would not haye produced; 
that the continuance of that act during 
the elections of 1887 and-1892, and up to 
the last general election of 1896, produced 
the same unjust results. From 1882 down 
to the present time the Liberal party had 
been unjustly treated as the result of the 
Redistribution Act, and that if the redis- 
tribution bill of 1882 had been upon fair 
lines, many gentlemen who hove occupied 
seats since then, and many of those in 
the House, would never haya been elect- 
ed. Had it not been for the gerrymander 
act of 1882 and the subsequent one of 
1892, there were several members in the 
House who would never haye been re- 
turned. : ; 

: Complete Justice Not Proposed. 


' The bill now before Parliament did not 
propose to do coniplete justice to the peo- 
ple, but it proposed to ao away with the 
most glaring injustices of previous redis- 
tribution acts. ‘The present measure 
would not affect the ridings east of the 
County of Ontario. The bill affected some 
48 constituenoijes in Ontario. It affects 
the following constituencies in certain 
respects, in doing away with the ‘‘hives"’ 


| and in abolishing constituencies which do 


not correspond to counties (Bothwell and 
Cardwell) and bringing the constitu- 
encies of Haldimand, Welland, Lincoln 
and others into their proper limits, 


Constituencies Affected. 

The bill affects the following constitu- 
encies, namely: Bothwell, North Brant, 
South Brant, North Bruce, Kast Bruce, 
West Elgin, South Grey, Kast Grey, 
North Grey, Haldimand, West Huron, 
East Huron, South Huron, Kent, West 
Lambton, Kast Lambton, Lincoln, Kast 
Middlesex, West Middlesex, North Mid- 
dlesex, South Middlesex—Monk is abol- 
ished, but his figures embraced the time 
when i¢ was o constituency—Muskoka 
and Parry Sound, North Ontario, South 
Ontario, West Ontario, North Oxford, 
South Oxford, Peel, Hast Simcoe, Wel- 
land, North Wellington, Centre Welling- 
ton, North Wentworth, South Woent- 
worth, South York, Kast York.

Mr. Mulook thon took up the 46 con 
stituenclos, the names of which he had 
read, and dealt with the results in them 
no the general clooctions of 1802, 1807, 
1801 and 1596, and suid that, by adding 
together the majorities obtained by Lib 
érala and Conservatives in all these elec- 
tlong. th ahowaed that tha goneral election 





oral majority in Parliament of nine. In 
other words, the gorrymander caused o 
loss to the Liberal party of 14 yotos on a 
division in Parliament 

Mr, Mulock then went on to doal with 
the Ontario constituencies nffeeted in 
detail, amid a running fire of questions, 
causing him to lose bia temper. 

Mr. Mulock noxt referred to the Prov 
ince of Quebeo, merely saying that the 
bill proposed to return to cortain counties 
in that province a number of muniolpall 
tles that had been detached from them 
from time to time, and was passing on 





to the Province of Prince Rdward Island, 
when Mr. MoNeill said that be would 
like to ask whether the judges are to take 
into consideration the increase of popula: 
tion sinca the last census, ar whether the 
increase or change of population during 
the last olght years was to bo left out of 
‘consideration altogether, 
Bauned on the Consus of 1801. 

Mr. Mulock—The bill contains the 
matters that are referred to the judges. 
The census deals with the subject of 
population. This 13 a measure proposed 
to bo.passed in the year 1899. It ought to 
have been passed jn the year 1892. The 
judges will sit as if thay were sitting in 
1892, having before them tho census of 
1891, the map of the provinces, the his- 
tory of the country, and such other cir- 
cumstances as they may deem a proper 
guide to aid them in arriving at a fair 
judgment. The letters pacent appointing 
the commissioners shall direct them in 
making the divisions to consider the dis. 
tribution of population according to lasi 
census of Canada, the public convenience 
and such divisions as appear to them best 
calculated to do substantial justice. 

As to Prince Edwurd Island, 

Continuing, Mr. Mulock said: The bill 
restores the county lines to the Province 
of Prince Edward Is.and, That island fs 
entitled to flve members, and the coun: 
ties have until very .ately been represent: 
ed each by two, A change was made. 
Portions of one county were detached 
and given to another, and the number of 
members reduced from six to five. It is 

now proposed to restore to each county 
those portions of the county necessarily 
belonging to it, and to give representa: 
tion accordingly, one to King’s, which has 
the smallest population, and two each tc 
the other counties, whose population 
greatly exceeds that of King's. He then 
moved the second reading of the bill, 
Sir Charles Tupper, ‘ 

Sir Charles Tupper said that the Post: 
master-General had exhibited greater 
frankness than the First Minister, who, 
with great plausibility, endeayored to 
make it appear that the measure was a 
very innocuous one, whiie the Postmaster: 
General had quite freely admitted that it 
was really a measuro fo, toying the 
Conservative party in‘ Ontario, if that 
could possibly be done. After referring 
to-the redistribution bill of Sir Oliver 
Mowat, he advised the Government to 
abandon the pretext of following county 
boundaries, and to acknowledge that the 
only principle underlying this measure 
isZthe great cardinal principle, the only 
principle which they knew anything 
about, the principle of obtaining power 
by means fair or unfair, and by taking 
such ‘advantage as will enable them to 
strangle certain constituencies when an 
appeal has again to be made to the elec- 
torate. That was the only ‘principle’ 
there was ip this bill. The bill was so 
gross in its unfairness that tbe hon, 
gentleman and his colleagues have been 
obliged to change it already. In reply to 
Mr. Mulock’s.remarks about the 1883 
redistribution bill, Sir Charles said that 
if the Conservative party owed the power 
under which they governed the country 
from 1882 down to three years ago to the 
gerrymander act, no person ought to be 
so thankful as the-hon. gentlemen oppo- 
site. Suppose the bill of 1882 had not 
pussed, and suppose the hon. gentlemen 
opposite had come into power, where 
would Canada be to-day? The National 
Policy, which is the life-blood of the 
country, and which these hon. gentlemen 
now admit is the great source of life and 
vitality for this coantry, would have 
been swept away. Where would prefer- 
ential trade have been? There would have 
been no preferential trade, Where would 
the Canadian Pacific Railway have been? 
Tt would have been wiped out by the 
hon, gentlemen’ opposite, who, by a reso- 
lution only two years before 1882, de- 
clared that the work ought to stop at the 
foot of the Rocky Mountains. 

A Great Humiliation, 


It was a humiliating position fora 
Liberal Government that they were 
drivon to the humiliating confession that 
nothing remained for them to do but 


introduce this gerrymander Dill, the one 
great effort of a Liberal Government to 
signalize tho lasé year of tho century.

redistributions of 1887 and of 1898 were 
to correct mistakes merely, and Mr, 
Jaurier'’s commenta on the latter bill 
showed it was thus understood and 
accepted by both sides of the House. 
Constitutionnl Violation. 
Hosuming after recess, Str Charles 


Tupper claimed that only dire necessity 
could oxpluin the constitutional viola 
tion, the absurd anomaly, of introduc. 
ing within # year or so of the decennial) 
census redistribution bill based on the 
censns of 1891. despite the great changes 
throughout the country. It was merely 
for purty gain.. The -fact was, tho Gov- 
ernment had so dogged its supporters 
through tho mire of unpopular legislation 
that many of them were afraid to go 
back to their old constitutenocles, and de:

A few men still live about Niagara 
Falls who remember the woeful incident 
Which gave 4 name to Avery’s rock, a 
point usually of interest to the tourist 
On Friday, July 19, 1858, Joseph Avery, 
n German, was on tho river above the 
cataracts in a small skiff with a compan- 
fon, In some way they lost control of 
their bout, and it wentover the falls with 
Avery's companion. Avery himself jump- 
ed or fell ou and succeeded in clinging to 
a log which had become jammed against 
a rock not far above the brink of the falls 

It was evening when this happened, 
and Avery passed the night on the log, 
having made himself more secure by tying 
himself to it with a piece of stout cord 
Which ho had jn his pocket. . F 

In the morning the man was seen, and 
thousands quickly gathored on the shores. 
A hugh placard was held up where it could 
be seen by Avery, on which, In gigantio 
lettors, had been printed the words, ‘‘ We 
will save you.”’ 

All day the peoplo,on shore strove to 
make thoir word good. Many devices were 
tried in vain. One boat was let down 
into the current by ropes, but this was 
swamped immediately. Another followed, 
but the lines became hopelessly entangled 
in the rocks, and it had ta bo abandoned. 
In the afternoon a raft was sent down, 
but the paft etuck fastin the rocks, There 
geemed no way in which Ayefy could be 


. reached, and meanwhilo his strength was 


fast failing. - 

At last, held securely by ropes, a boat 
ventured out to him, guided by a daring 
_bavigator, who had almost reached the log 
when Ayery, who had unlashed himself 
and was eagerly awaiting a chance to 
spring into the boat, jumped for it; but, 
being weak from hunger and terror, he 
missed his clutch, fell into the swift cur- 
rent and in an instant was swept over the 
falls.--I’, A. Acland in Youth's Compan- 
ion.

‘The serlousness of the crisis is shown 
by the fact of the British Government 
publishing such a despatch as — this, 
which, from another point of view, is 
also unprecedented. Sir Alfred Milner, as 
bigh commissioner for South Africa, is 
an independent official, responsible only 


to tae British Government, but as the Goy-- 


ernor of Cape Colony he is supposed by 
the constitutional theory to act upon the 
advice of his Government, which at the 
present moment is Afrikander, or Kng- 
lish-speaking Dutch. Yet, in this de- 
spatch, he states that ‘language is fre- 
quently used which seems to imply that 
the Dutch haye some superior right, even 
in this colony, to their felloyy-citizens of 
English birth. Thousands of men, peace- 
ably disposed, and,.if let alone, perfectly 
satisfied with their position as British 
subjects, are being drawn into the dis- 
affection and there is a corresponding 


exasperation on the side of the British.’ 


Cape Ministers Protesting. 

“Already members of the Cape Minis- 
try are pretesting against the implication 
of disloyalty, and it is quito possible that 
official notice will be taken of Sir Alfred 
Milner's word. 

“Tt is impossible to exaggerate the seri- 
ousness of such an incident in a British 
colony. Were Sir Alfred on excitable or 
inexperienced man, his recall would be 
inevitable. He is, however, the exact 
contrary, and commands profound and 
universal respect and confidence. ‘There- 
fore, Lhe Saturday Review is well ad- 
yised when it says that the Transvaal 
question can now be settled only in one 
of three ways: First, by the sacrifice of 
Sir Alfred Milner; second, by the imme- 
dinte admission of a large number of 
Uitlanders to the franchise: or, third, by 
the arméd intervention of Great Britain. 
The first is inconceivable, the second is 
improbable, and the third, in the absence 
of the other two, is certain. 

‘The London papers haye warned their 


war correspondents to be ready to staré 


for the Cape, and at Lloyd’s great in- 
surance centre, 12}4 per cent. insurance 
against war within three months has been 
paid by members of the Stock Exchange, 
and two per cent, on the insurance of 
buildings in Johannesburg for three 
months. 
War Not in Sight, 

“Nevertheless, I repeat what I said 
last week, that war is not in sight. Al- 
ready Presiden’ Kruger has begun to 
moye. He now denies that the arbitration 
of a foreign power was made.a condition 
precedent to the extension of the fran- 
chise, which it certainly was. He also 
offers to increase the number of reports 
from the gold field districts, and adds 
that participation in the Jameson raid be 
no bar fo enfranchisement—all this in 
spite of the. fact that on his return he 
said that there may be war, But I will 
eive no more. ‘he pressure by the Brit- 
‘sh Government will continue. Possibly 
before long this may take the shape ofa 
movement of troops to South Africa, Al- 
poudy the more thoughtful of the Boers 
are beginning to say that they haye had 
wnough of the agitation, It must be re- 
membered, too, that the whole question 
may af any moment take a great step 
forward by tho aoquisition of Dolugoa 
Buy by this country. Only certain com-

WATER HAS REACHED FLAMES 





And Conditions Are Mettor—Many Mes- 
sugos of Sympathy, 


Halifax, June 19.—The conditions at 
Caledonia collery, which was set on five 
by Friday's explosion, were reported to 
be more favorable yesterday. Water has 
bean pumped into the pit almost contin- 
uously, and steam is now issuing from 
the shaft, showing that the water has 
reached the flames. 

Tho ton bodies of the yictims of the 
disaster were buried yesterday, The en- 
tire population of the town and sur- 
rounding country turned out to attend 
the funeral, which made asad and im- 
pressive spectacle, weeping women and 
children and sorrowing men congregating 
about the graves, where touching refer- 
ences to the tragedy were made by the 
officiating clergy. 

Numerous telegrams of condolence 
have beén received, among them being 
messages from Her Majesty the Queen, 
Colonial Secretary Chamberlain, Hon. 
W. 8S. Fielding (Minister of Finance) and 
Sir Charles ‘Tupper, in whose county the 
disaster occurred. 


TRACKMEN’S STRIKE OFF. 


An Arrangemont Has Been Arrived at 
Between the G,T.R, and the Men— 
Torms of the Settlement. 


Montreal, June 19.—The Grand Trunk 
trackmen's strike has been called off. 
This is the result of the negotiations car- 
ried on here between Mr. Hays and Mr. 
James Sutherland, M.P., who represented 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier in the matter, 

‘‘All of the men are to be taken back,’’ 
is Mr. Sutherland’s statement. As for 
terms a statement is promised a little 
later. 











How the Executive Puts It. 


The trackmen’s executive issued the

“An amicable arrangement has been 
made between the Grand Trunk Rallway 
Company and the trackmen, All the men 
are to resume york to-morrow morning. 
Certain details which are not formally 
closed will be adjusted in 80 days be- 
tween the G.T.R. management and 
committee of the trackmen,’™ ; 

The G.T.R. Statement. 


The following is the official statement 
of the Grand Trunk re the strike: 

“The company are to restore to their 
former positions in the railway com- 
pany’s service all the foremen and track- 
men who have not been guilty of acts of 
violence during the period the men have 
been on strike, applications for positions 
to be made in the usual form. If a man 
is refused employment, he shall have an 
appeal to the goneral superintendent and 
general manager and decisions in appeal 
to be rendered within 15 days after the 
return of the men to work. ‘ 

“We will also within 80 days, and not 
exceeding 40 days, meet a committee of 
five of our employes representing the 
trackmen to discuss the questions of in- 
creased compensation and other matters 
Which they may desire to take up at that 
time.” 

He Has His Own Way. 


General Manager Hays was also seen, 
and in sb many words repeated what was 
contained In the company’s official state- 
ment. He said all the men would have to 
make application, as they had left the 
company’s employ. The general manager 
believed, however, that the strike was 
now definitely terminated. 


Huflulo's Lubor War. 


Buffalo, June 19.—A secret meeting of 
representatives from the Coal Heayers’ 
Union, the ore handlers, eleyator men, 
marine firemen, freight handlers and 
grain shovellers, was held on Saturday 
night, and a proposition was drawn up, 
demanding an increase in wages. This 
proposition will be submitted to the Erie 
Company by a committee to-day. Should 
the company again refuse to grant the 
increase, the committee is to report back 
to the different unions and a general 
strike of all men employed along the 
docks will at once be ordered.

NEXT PLACE OF TRIAL. 


Position of the Crown in the 
Bank Robbery Case, 


che Ponton case is to come to trial at Co- 
bourg. If there is anything in this rumor 
it would be interesting to know how ‘re 
Crown bets aside the order of Mr, Jusi‘se 
Robertson granting a change of yenue from 
Napanee to Toronto on condition that the 
Crown should pay the extra expenses im- 
posed upon the defence by this change. In 
the face of that order how can the Crown 
carry the case to Cobourg, or Whitby, or 
Sarnia, or Rat Portage, or anywhere else ? 
As the order was conditional? the Crown 
may decide not to accept the change of 
venue, but to bring on the caso at Napanee 
again, yet surely the charging tothe Crown 
of the extra costs which the change would 
necessarily impose upon the defence, 
will not weigh for a moment against the 
necessity for withdrawing the trial from a 
town where the Riot Act was read and 
which the Urown has sworn to be an im- 
roper place for the holding of the trial. 
apaneo has not changed at all. The affida- 
yits are as true now, and will be as true 
when the Fall Assizes come, as they were 
when eworn to. In view, therefore, of the 
affidavits put in by the Crown, which xrale 
out Napanee, and in view of Mr. Justice 
Robertson's order, in which all bis cclleag- 
ues but one concurred, it is not conceivable 
that the next trial can be brought on any- 
where but in Toronto. The Crown oan 
scarcely shrink from an expense which it 
sought to impose upon Ponton, whose. re- 
sources were long ago exhausted in defend- 
ing himself. Another rumor says that the 
trial will, by agreement, take place in 
Kingston. There is something to recom- 
mend this, as it will be convenient for the 
chief witnesses, who, if caught, may be 
safely held in the penitentiary. ; 


It was on the 2nd of May that Pare and 
Holden escaped ; on the 9th Provincial 
Detective Greer returned after fruitlessly 
following their trail to Coteau ; on the 24th 
the private detectives of the Dominion 
Bank, through the person of Inspector 
Thornhill of the Pinkerton Agency, arres- 
ted the long-lost burglar, Jack Roach, in 
Boston.

I’ho Gnemy was- located in the 
woods at 4 o'clock, showing signs of ra- 
tiring, as the rebels were being pressed 
very hard. One gun of the 6th Artillery, 
in an sadvantageous position, did great 
execution, 

The fighting was still in progress at 5 
o'clock, at Which time the Americans 
had scoured & quantity of Filipino arms, 
which had been abandoned in the woods, 
The scone of the fight is over 20 miles 
from Manila.

THE PLAN OF CAMPAIGN. 


What the Boers Will Do Within Two 
Weeks After the Declaration of 
War With Great Britain. 


London, June 20.—The §t. James 
Gazette yesterday afternoon claimed to 
haye received from an absolutely reliable 
source at Pretoria, capital of the Trans- 
vanl, the plan of campaign which will 
be followed by General Joubert, com- 
mander-jn-chief of the Boers, in the 
event of war between the ‘Transvaal and 
Great Pritt. General Joubert's force, it 
appears, Wi! consist of 20,000 men armed 
with Mauser rifles, in addition to 46 
quick-firing guns and 1,000 artillerymen, 
most of tham drawn from the German 
and Dutch armies. 

Help Expected From the Free State. 

With these troops and help expected 
from tae Orange Free State, Joubert ex- 
pects to take the offensive immediately 
after the declaration of war, enter the 
Orange Free State and march on Kim- 
berley, the British diamond mining centre 
in West Griqualand, which forms four of 
the 70 divisions of Cape Colony. Kimber- 
ley is about 160 miles northwest of 
Bloemfontein. In bis march on Kimber- 
ley Joubert wili use the railrond os far 
as available, expects to capture the town 
with slight loss and blow up the Do 
Beers diamond mine. 

Will Destroy Railroads. 

Simultancously, it is added, the rail- 
road from Cape Town to Buluwayo will 
be destroyed by Boor sympathizers and 
agents in Cape Colony, who will also 
destroy the Port Klizabeth-Pretoria line, 
south of Bloemfontein, to prevent British 
troops from using it. : 

Finally, immediately after Kimberley 
is captured, General Joubert will adyance 
on Capa Town, the capital of Cape Col- 
ony, through the western provinces, 
where the Dutch predominate and are 
expected to join the Boers. Joubert  cal- 
culates he will be master of Cape Town 
a fortnight after the declaration of war 
and that he will then be able to dictate 
terms of peace. ?

Sure, safe, 





Awful Story Told by a Yukon Party-- 


Half-Deyoured Body Found. 
Circle City, Alaska, May 29, via San 
Francisco, June 19.—A story of possible 
cannibalism and death on the Yukon. trail 
has just reached here. Three men, who 
left Dahl Riyer on Dacamber 5th for Jim- 
ton, were not heard of again, and they 
were supposed to have been lost. Nothing 


was heard of them here till the steamer 
Rideout, which arrived to-day, brought a 
terrible tale of suffering and horror. 


The men were Michael Daly, Victor 
Ediar, and M. Provost. They were from 
Providence, R. I., Woonsocket, R. I , and 
Brockton, Mass., respectively. Thoir bodies 
were discovered 17 miles from the mouth 
of Old Man's Creek, they having lost the 
trail and become bawildered. Having left 
Dahl River with only three weeks’ food, 
but which was amply sufficient for the 150 
miles to Jimtown, thoy were soon reduced 
to starvation, 


Daly's vody was found, partially eaten, 
on the stove in the tent, just as it was left 
when death overtook the others. Some 
scraps of moose hide and mocha skin were 
found, of which they were endeavoring to 
make astew. Daly’s body was identified 
by the clothes. The other was found doad, 
five miles away from the tent. The fact 
of the tent flaps Leing shut down, when 
found, would seem to preclude the possi- 


bility of Daly's body having been eaten by 
animals, 


The other men doubtless were driven by 


hunger to the awful extromity of cannibal- 
ism.

DISAPPOINTED RED MEN. 





The St. Rogis Indians Claim They Wore 
Decelved, 


Cornwall, Ont., June 22.—Twelve In- 
dian chiefs were elected at St. Regis on 
Wednesday for a period of three years. 
The poll was opened at 10 o'clock by 
Indian Agent George Long, but there 
jas no business transacted until the 
arrival at 4.80 p.m. of Mr, MacRae of 
the Indian Department. 

Whon the yote was counted, 137 were 
in fayor of the 12 olected, and none 
against, buf when the poll closed, and 
the red men found their chiefs were only 
elected for three years, and that the Goy- 
ernment had carried their point, and that 
they were practically in the same posi- 
tion as. before, the recent, trouble, they 
were a sadly disappointed and crestfallen 
lot of Iroquois. They claim thay were 
told they could elect chiefs according to 
the old custom, viz., for life. 

In antiolpation of trouble, Mr, MacRae 
had an armed body of constables at 
Ilogansburg awaiting orders to come on 
to St. Regis in case hostilities should 
break out, but fortunately their services 
Were not necessary. Whether or not the 
arrangements of yesterday are satisfac- 
tory to the Iroquois time alone can tell.

HEALTH OF THE PROVINCE, 





The Monthly Report of the Provincial 
Bourd of Honlth. 


Yoronto, June 22,—Yosterday the 
monthly report of the Provincial Board 
of Health for the month of May was 
published. Only 92 per cent, of the total 
population reported as against 97 per 
cent. last month, During May there were 
1,767 deaths from all causes, against 
2,078 for April. ‘There was a decrease in 
the number of deaths from tuberculosis 
from April of 27, the total number for 
May being 230. There were 168 deaths 
for the same month last year. From 
April there was a drop in scarlatina from 
28 to 17, and diphtheria decreased from 
88 to 18, Three deaths were caused by 
measles, and whooping cough carried 
away seven, the same number as in 
April. In typhoid an increase is recorded, 
there having been 18 deaths, while in the 
previous month there wero 16,

A supplement to the Annual Report of 
the Marine Department has been issued 
showing the total number of vessels on the 
8lst Decomber, 1897, including old” and 
new vessels, sailing vessels, steamers and 
barges, to bo 6,684, measuring 731,754 
tons register tonnage, being a decrease of 
595 vessels, and a decrease of 57,554 tons 
register, as compared with 1896. 

Tho number of steamers was 1,789, valu- 
ed at $21,952,620. 

The number cf new vessels built was 
231, valued at $769,230. 

For the port of Montreal there is shown 
a total of 532 vessels, including sailing ships 
and steamers. Of these 178 are steamers. 

For Quebec thore is shown a register of 
$82 vessels, of which 130 are steamers,

BEE BUZZES. 


Queenless bees build drone comb. 

Strong colonies protect themselves. 

Dry and warm isthe rule for keeping 
honey. - 

Drones do not usually live so long as 
workers, 

Colonies with young queens are less in- 
clined to build drone comb than those 
With old queens, 


Queens reared in good, strong queenless 
colonies are just as good as any that are 
reared naturally, 

Wheneyer the bees begin to lead tho 
drones out or pen them off to starve they 
are of no more good, 

The only way to keep drones successiye- 
ly for any length of time is to keep them 
in queenless colonies. 

When the bees are building comb or 
raising brood, it is essential that they 
have plonty of water. 

Every time a bee hatches it leayes a thin 
lining in the cell. For this reason tho cells 
gradually got smaller. 

Bees iinproye the fruit trees. Remem- 
ber this, and if the orchard seems to bear 
sparingly get a few hives of bees and put 
them in it.—St. Louis Republic.

shoot tho nobleman or change the dice in 
his pocket if his associates gaye him £5,- 
000. This was agreed to, and the knaye 
entered the bedroom and succeeded in 
carrying off the loaded dice without 
awakening the duke. In the morning tho 
nobleman had the dico in his pocket 
broken, and, finding them good, he had 
no other alternative than to pay up. The 
Duko of Bedford was once tricked in this 
way also.—Scottish Nights.

As some- 
times oxecuted, this Cuban ‘‘danzon" is 
immodest, not to say indecent, and at 
balls in the larger Cuban towns it is often 
danced in a way that would be startling, 
if not shocking, to the most hardened fre- 
quenter of the annual French balls in New 
York, but in Baracoa I saw nothing about 
it that was particularly objectionable, It 
seemed to be nothing more than un awk- 
word, irregular two step waltz to the ac- 
companiment of extremely wild and pecu- 
liar music. Both in the music and in the 
movements of the ‘‘danzon” itis easy to 
trace the influence that the negro, in 
Cuba, has had over the Spaniard.—George 
Kennan in Ontlook. 





Preserving Wood, 

A curious byproduct of zinc is chloride 
or salts of zinc, which formerly went to 
waste, but now is used asa wood preser- 
vative by railroads, bridge builders and 
dock builders, and for the protection of 
shingles, clapboards, pillars and any other 
wood that is exposed to moisture or in- 
fluences that cause decay. The sults of 
zine, in solution, by hydraulic pressure 
are forced into the pores of the wood, 
which is thon soaked in a strong solution 
of tannin and glue, ~ The tles and piling 
now used on the Santa Fe and Southern 
Pacifle and other western roads are treated 
in this manner. Who railway companies 
named use from 8,000,000 to 4,000,000 
pounds a yeareach With this treatment 
a pine tie, which is the only kind that can 
bo found out in the mountain country, 
Will last three times as long as one of oak. 
—Chicago Record.

Tuquost to Bo Held, 


Rossland, B.C., June 24.—Another 
terrible accident oceurred in War Kagle

‘aon, and one man died in the hospital. 

The accident was in consequence of an 
»xplosion caused by an overlooked shot 
in which about two sticks or «# little 
yver a pound of powder had been loft, 

The partiGulars aro as follows: Charles 
Mike Griffin, Charles Sturges and 
Charles Coulson, drill men, and Daniel 
Green, muoker, were working in the weut 
Inift on the 625-foot level, «100 feet from 
the shaft, having gone to work at 7. Lee 
ind Griffin were working one machine 
ind Sturges and Coulson another, About 
20 holes had been pnt in the face of the 
drift. The eut hole in which the explo- 
sion occurred, was in about 16 inches, 
and could not have held much more than 
a couple sticks of powder. It is supposed 
that concussions of drills started the 
powder and caused the disaster, The cut 
hole in question was blasted on Wednos- 
day night, and drilled by the same shift 
Which was at work when the explosion 
occurred, the hole haying been drilled on 
‘Tuesday. 

Explosion Heard by Others. 


The fatal explosion was heard by o 
number of men working on the same 
level, though not in the same drift, about 
20 feet away. These men understood that 
nn accident had occurred, as this was 
not the time for firing to take place. 
They at once ran to the spot to learn 
what the extent of the accident was. 
They were mét by Coulson, who was the 
least injured of the party, and who, 
namb and bleeding, was staggering for- 
ward toward them. He told them what 
had happened, and word was at oncs 
sent to headquarters 

The foreman immediately went down 
with a fofce of men. The smoke by this 
time had cleared from the.drift, and the 
four injured men were found lying on 
the groand covered by broken rock. 

This was cleared off, and they were 
carried to the hoist and taken to the 250- 
foot level, “T'wo of them only, Griffin and 
Green, gave any signs of life, and it was 
evident that they could not survive. They 
\ere taken to the surface, where surgeons 
took them in charge. \ 


Two Instantly Killed. 


Sturges and Lee were found to have 
been Inatantly killed and Griffin died 
while being carried to the hospital. Green 
reached the hospital alive, but died at 4 
p.m. Coulson, who was also taken to the 
hospital, has a number of bad flesh 
wounds, especially from the waist down,

ANTIQUITY OF SAWS, 





They Were In Use Centurics Before 
the Christian Era, 

Saws were used by the ancient Egyp- 
tians, One that was discovered with sey- 
eral other carponter’s tools th a private 
tomb at‘Thebes is now presorved in the 
British museum. The blade, which ap- 
pears to be of brass, is 10}¢ . inches long 
and 1% inches broad at the widest part 
The teeth are irregular and appear to 
have been formed by striking a blant 
edged instrument against the cdgo of the 
plate, the bur or rough shoulder thus pro- 
duced not being removed.

The invention of saws was variously 
attributed by the Greeks to two or three 
individuals, who are supposed to have 
takon the idea from the jawbone of asniuke 
or the backbone of a fish. There is a yery 
curious picture among the. remains dis: 
coyered in the ruins of Herculaneum, repre- 
senting the interior of a carpenter's work- 
shop, with two genil cutting a piece of 
wood witha frame saw, and on an altar 

‘preserved in the Capitoline museum at 


‘| Rome there isa perfect representation of 


a box saw, oxactly resembling, in the form 
of the frame and the twisted cord for 
tightening it, tliose used by nfodern car- 
penters. From these remains it is evident 
that these forms of the instwument were 
Known to the ancients,—London Archi- 
tect.

When we were gathering speed ot the 
start my whole life seemed to come back 
to me I thought of my wife and child 
and what would become of them in caso I | 
fell and was killed, for I know that 
be the result If I did fall, 

‘Following the train, that is, pedalling 
fast enough to keep close to it, was the 
hardest part of the ride; it was not as 
much of & muscular strain as riding a mile 
on a home trainerin that time. But the 
sensations were strange and terrible to me 

‘* After we got well under way I was un- 
conscious of everything except that white 
line in front of me, which I knew TIT must 
keep close to. Tcould hear nothing but 
the roar of the train, and that soon seem- 
ed to fade in the distance. There was a 
frightful tighe sensation in my head. The 
white streak seemed to grow smaller and 
then other white streaks came up on either 
side of it, but I followed the middle one. 

Jefore | stopped my eyes began to draw 
together toward my nose, and at the finish 
I thought I was cross-eyed. 

Stopping was the hardest part of *the 
ride. It was hard work to get out of the 
suction, but when I did I had to useall my 
strength on the handle-bars to keep steady, 
it rocked so. Tho air that rushed on after 
the train seemed to catch me on both sides 
aud to pull my hands from thegrips. But 
I had been using electric dumb-bells train- 
ing for such an emergency and it saved me. 

The jump at the finieh was risky, but it 
was the only thing I could do. Before I 
ride again the track will be a quarter of a 
mile or so longer.

DOMINION STEEL CO, 





Ite Bonde and Common Stock Under- 


written Two or Three Times Over. 


Montreal, June 26.—The bonds and 
common stock of the Dominion Steel 
Company have been underwritten two or 
three times over. The issue decided upon 
by the promoters is $8,000,000 in 80-year 
5 per cent. gold bonds, of whioh $6,000, 
000 will be sold, while the common stock 
will amount to $15,000,000. The allot- 
ment will be made at a meeting to be 
held in Boston in the near future, but 
Canada will be given at least $6,000,000, 
and in fact the capitalists of the Domin- 
ion were ready to take the whole issue, 
The Merchants’ Bank of Halifax bas ap- 
plied for an interest that extends up to 
$1,200,000, Mr. H. M. Whitney, the presi- 
dent, also wants a million, while Toronto 
has applied for about a million anda 
quarter, the Queen City being represent- 
ed on the board of directors by Senator 
Cox and Elias Rogers. 

A Monster Affair. 

In order that the tremendous propor- 
tions of this enterprise may be appreei- 
ated, it is only necessary to say that the 
Ritter-Connolly Company of Pittsbarg 
have a contract for the furnaces, the 
amount involved being $2,500,000, the 
same to be completed within 17 months. 
The steel works will also mean an ex- 
penditure of $1,600,000 more and in addi- 
tion to this 500 coke ovens will be built, 
costing $1,500 each.

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BAGGALAUREATE SERMON 


Rev. Jas. Allan, M. A., Gives 
~ Some Good Advice 
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To the Students of Albert College-- 
An Eloquent aud Scholarly 
Discourse. 

The Baccalaureate sermon in connection 
with the commencement exercises of Albert 
College is always looked forward to as one 
of the principal events connected with the 
closing. This sermon was preached yes- 
terday morning in the Methodist Taber- 
macle by the Rev. Jas. Allan, M. A., of 
Toronto, who is the representative of 
Albert at Victoria College in the Queen 
City. There was a good congregation pres- 
ent, and the turnout of the students, both 
male and female, was one of the largest 
ever seep upon a similar occasion. They 
marched in a body to the church and were 
provided with seats in the centre aisles. 


The devotional exercises before the ser- 
mon were conducted by Rev. N. Hill, pas- 
tor, and Rev. Dr. Dyer, Principal of 
Albert College. Rey. Mr, Allan's discourse 
was most practical, he giving to the stu- 
dents advice by which they will no doubt 

fit. The following is asynopsis of the 

Rev. gentleman’s remarks, the texc being 

the 14th verse of the 4th chapter of St. 

James Epistle : 

Whereas ye know not what shall be on the 
morrow. For whatis your life? It is 
even a vapor that appeareth for a little 
time and then vanisheth away. 

This is a true representation of human 
life. Man at his best is but a breath, our 
days are but shadows. How true this is, 
and yet man is loath to believe it. Life is 
short and time should not be wasted. Men 
of learning have repeatedly tried to solve 
this question of life, but have so far failed. 
We should ask these wise men to teach us 
more about the life that isto come. With 
all our knowledge and learning there still 
remains a cloud. The gospel alone can 
eliminate this dark cloud and reveal to us 
the knowledge of God. God's character is 
to the unaided sight a dark and impene- 
trable cloud, but faith reveals to us God in 
His true light. God permits us to see 
Him as a true and loving friend. Through 
His son, the Lord Jesus Christ, we see 
the heart, disposition and character 
of God. God asks us to accept Him as re- 
vealed through His word and through His 
son. Weshould accept Himas He is re- 
vealed. The mysteries of God will then be 
revealed, you can then say we are the child- 
rep of God, the veil will be removed aud 
His true character unfolded. The great 
work of life would then be made plain. 
Life to a great extent resembles a cloud, 
hiding from us much of God. The cloud is 
a power, without it the sun would be a 
borsing bolt. Through the clouds rain 
deecends upon the earth to .replenish it. 
God through this means renews his prom 
ises made to man. Our life is passing away 
Jike the shadows of a cloud, and is soon 
gone. Work while you have the light of 

morning, for the night of death is fast ap 

proaching. Leave not off your thinking of 
eternal life until the death bed, for it may 
be too late. 


In referring to education the diyine said 
it was a weapon to be used for good 
or evil, according to the good or bad 
will of the individual, according to the 
character of the person. This also applies 
in reference to our country, and what we 
do to make it. It ia the character of the 
people which makes the country. Oar 
country demands that we be perfect men 
and women. The future of this country 
depended largely upon the character of the 
present and rising generation. We have 
power to make this land one of peace. If 
all would take the gospel into their lives, 
they would make this country pure, strong 
and holy. While we live let us do the 
work of noble mer, if indeed our lives are | 
not to be at a vapor. Let us make the 
dawn of each day as but the beginning of 
life and the setting of the sun will be 
glorious, 


In conéluding he appealed to the young 
people to live pure and holy lives, setting 
oodly examples before others, exemplify 


Lord Jesus Christ.

B. S. Maxse, who was British 
consul at Apia, gives great dissatisfaction, 
as the Germans are more incensed against 
the British than against the American 
officials in Samoa. 


Are Claims of Germans Good? 


Berlin, June 26.—The Nueste Nach- 
richten contends that the recognition by 
the international commissioners of the 
decision of Chief Justice Chambers re- 
garding the Kingship in Samoa does nob 
in the least prejudice the claims ef Ger- 
mans to compensation for losses sustained 
during the recent disturbances. 


International Council of Women. 


London, June 26.—The pressure of ap- 
plications for admission to the Interna- 
tional Council of Women, which opens 
to-day and lasts until July 5, has been so 
great that it was found necessary to 
change the place of meeting to the large 
convocation hall of the church house, An 
interesting feature will be the attendance 
of Chinese delegates. The Countess of 
Aberdeen, the president of the council, 
has been notified by the Chinese minister 
of the appointment of the wife of Shen.

FXPTES ALARM AND. HOPE 


Waldeck-Rousseau’s Cabinet an 
Extraordinary One 


Suolm Ministry in Newer Heon Kuown 


Pacept Untler Extreme CGondittons

Paris, June 26 The Paris correspond- 
ontof The New York Sun cablos his 
paper as follows 

“France will easily command the atton- 
tion of the world during the orisis which 
the next fow dnaya should solve, Tho 
Governmont whieh has just assumed 
ollice is of & Composition which exoltes 


both alarm and hope; alarm because the 
peril is so great that a Cabinet designed 
slmply to save the Rupublic was consid- 
orod necessary, and hope that the stern, 
virile polley which has been adopted will 
prove adequate to the situation, 

An Daxtraordinuary Cubinet. 

“Tho Temps correctly describes Prom- 
ler Waldeck-Rousseau’s Cabinet as such 
nh one as haa never boon known, oxoept at 
the ond of « war, the outbreak of an In- 
surrection or on the eve of a coup d'etat, 
It is s Ministry which could not cast a 
day before the Chamber of Deputies 
under any issue of arbitrary legislation. 
Not even French imagination could have 
conceived a more incongruous picture 
than the leader of the Soofalists sitting 
at the same council board with a man 
who at the oest of thousands of lives put 
down the Commune, Its members have 
not n single sentiment in common, save 
one, namely, the re ostablishment of the 
law and the defence of the Republican 
form of Government, 

To-Duay Will Tell a Tale. 

‘*Monday’s session of the Chamber of 
Deputies will solve the big feature of 
the problem. The third Republic will be 
in desperate straits if Parliament refuses 
to allow men of courage and determina- 
tion to guide it through the most oritical 
days if has yet encountered. If the pres- 
ent Ministry is overthrown there will 
remain only one man whom Frenchmen 
regard as possessing suflicient strength 
and ability cope with the situation, 
and he is in Constantinople, Perhaps the 
rumor is true that M, Constans has been 
summoned by President Loubet to hold 
himself in reserve for possible emergency 
duty. 

When tho Test Will Come, 

“The test of tho situation will come 
when the new Government attempts to 
execute its. undoubted intention to remoye 
Gen. Zurlinden from the Military Gov- 
ernorship of Paris. He, more nearly than 
any other man, ranks as the figurehead 
of militarism in France at the present 
moment. His power as the direct com- 
mander of the Paris garrison places the 
civil Government at his mercy if hoe 
should choose to abuse his autherity and 
his subordinates should obey his orders, 

Gullifet Is a Terror to Some, 

“Vhe Gallifet of to-day is not the 
young communder Galltfet of the Com- 
mune days, but there can be no doubt as 
to his manner of dealing with a mutin- 
ous suborainate, whateyer may oe his 
rank. It is not inappropriate to note the 
fact that it was the report that Gen, 
Gallifet was about to be made Minister 
of War that caused Boulanger to flee to 
Frussels at the crisis of the latter's career. 
There could be no better man, old as he 
is, to deal with Zurlinden or any other 
ollicers requiring discipline in this emerg- 
enoey than the veteran who has just taken 
the War portfolio. The indications are 
that a single week will settle the imme- 
diate fate of militarism in France, If 
discipline is sternly and relentlessly re- 
established in the French army within 
the next seven days, there will be little 
fear of its coznestion with the Dreyfus 
trial or the subsequent developments of 
the greatest scandal of the contury.”” 

Meads Of in Paris. 

Paris, June 26.—At the Cabinet Coun- 
cil yesterday, M. Loubet, the “President, 
signed orders making tbe following 
changes: M. Bertrand, Procurator Gen- 
eral to the Appeal Court, and M. Feuillo 
Ley, Public Prosecutor, are both remey- 
ed; M. Bulot, Advocate-General, is ap- 
pointed Public Prosecutor; M. Lombard, 
whose dismissal on account of the Derou- 
lede trial has been much criticized as 
urjust, is appointed Advocate-General. 
M. Bortrand’s successor has not yet been 
appointed. General Hartschmidt, General 
Roget, Col. Saxe and Col. Coubertin are 
transferred to other garrisons. 

‘The Premier, M Waldeck-Rousseau, 
reatl e draft of bis speech in Parliament 
to day, which will be very brief, merely 
unnouncing that the new | Ministry has 
no alm but to follow out the order of the 
day voted on June 12, on the motion of 
M. Joseph Ruau, Democratic Radical, 
representing the Second District of St, 
Candens, which was as follows: ‘‘The 
Chamber is determined to support only a 
Governirent resolved to defend vigorously 
republican institutions, and then secure 
public order and passes to the order of 
the day.’’ 

Dreyfus Is Now in France. 

London, June 26,—The Evening News 
on Saturday afternoon’ published a de- 
s,atch from its correspondent at Rennes, 
France, which says: ‘‘With all reserve I 
send a report that Dreyfus arrived here 
at 6 o'clock this morning.’’ Madame 
Dreyfus and her father arrived there dur- 
ing the same afternoon. 

Dreyfus Not Yet in France, 

Brest, France, June 26.—The Fronoch 
first-class cruiser Vago put to sea this 
morning, the official explanation being 
that she has gone to experiment with 
carrier pigeons. She is, however, a mueh 
larger oruiser than the Sfax, which is 
bringing Captain Dreyfus, and _ the 
dospatech of such a big vessel with carrier 
pigeons is quite unprecedented, Usually, 
a torpedo boat is sent, and the opinion, 
therefore, gains ground that the Tage 
has gone to meet the Sfax and to take 
Captain Dreyfus aboard, The pigeons can 
be used to announce the transfer, and the 
‘Vige might proceed to another pert to 
land the prisoner.

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Of course the country would be 
very sorry to Jose the Canadian trade, or 
to have its valuo depreciated, and there 
has been a good desl sald recently about 
the poor policy of allowing Canadian 
markets to be impaired by reason of petty 
international bickerings. The danger and 
folly of maintaining or cultivating 
national antipathics, which Washington 
so Ktrongly deprecated, would be reason 
sufficient to call out the utmost endeavor 
of both partics to remove wall causes of 
contention, and in addition, both Canada 
and the United States, If guided by ‘‘en- 
lightened se)f-interest,"’ should spare no 
offort, it is argued, to establish the most 
amicable relations and tho frecst exchange 
of commodities that is practicable. 

Some Interesting Figures. 

Here are some figures that were in- 
cluded in the special statements prepared 
by the Treasury Department, and they 
give some idea of the value of Canada's 
markets to the United States: In 1898 
all Mexico, Contral and South America 
and the West Indies, with a population 
of 54,000,000, bought from the United 
States products valued at $86,786,000, 
while Canada, with only 5,500,000 in- 
habitants, purchased $86,587,00 worth of 
United States goods. The United States 
sold to the Canadians more than &86,- 
000,000 worth of products and bought 
from them $35,460,000 worth of their 
produces. In spite of Canuda’s preferential 
duties in favor of the Mother Country. 
British exports to Canada increased cniy 
about ten per cent. in 1898, while United 













35 per cent., and during the same period 
the United States sent to Canada $35,- 
000,000 worth of manufactures,, or $6,- 
000,000 more than England sold there. 
The United States bought from the Cana- 
dians only about $5,000,000 worth of 
their farm products, while the United 
States supplied them from American: 
farms $15,000,000 worth. Canada bought 
$40,000,000 worth of products which were 
entered duty free, and of their products 
on the same terms the United States took 
cnly $14,000,000 worth. 
A Valnablo Market. 
American producers are not only deep- 
ly conscions of the value of the Canadian 
market, but they realize that Canada 
offers a field which is becoming better

A CHANCE FOR TROUBLE.

NO PUBLIC SMOKING, 


When the Germans Were Not Allew4 
ed ta fmoko on the Streets. 

There are many old time Germans who 
remember how strictly the law against 
public smoking used to be enforced. That 
the law is dead is one of the fruits of the 
revolution of 1848. ‘The Berliners were 
the first Germans to smoke in public, 
Courage to do so came to them during 
the memorable days when they dictated 
laws to their king, Frederick William IV, 
the present kaiser’s granduncle. As that 
monarch, while standing on the balcony 
of the Berlin castle, was commanded by 
the reyolutionists to uncover before their 
dead “the mob,” says a contemporary 
chronicler, “heaped the additional indig- 
nity upon him of pufling huge pipes in 
his presence,” 

The citizens stuck to their pipes and 
cigars during the following months, when 
the police and military dared not inter- 
fere with them on trifling provocation, 
Afterward, when the tide had turned, an 
attempt was made to again enforce the 
law, but the people got #o wrought up 
over the matter that the police dropped 
the persecutions. In March, 1849, the 
old law was repealed. 

As it happened liberty to smoke every- 
where except In church and in the thea- 
ter was one of the few results of the rey- 
olution that have never been interfered 
with by subsequent government acts. 

Before the revolution disobedience to 
the antismoking law was punishable by 
a fine of 1 thaler. If a German passed 
a sentry box or a royal palace pipe int 
mouth, he was mulcted 5 thalers. ‘The 
amoking of cigars in public was deemed 
particularly offensive, and judges fre- 
quently imposed an extra thaler on the 
person guilty of amoking such an article, 
In Germany the cigar came to be con- 
sidered “the correct thing’ only after the 
introduction of matches. It was casier 
to light a cigar than a pipe by the new- 
fungled agency; hence the cigar lnerens- 
ed in popularity and became gradunaily 
recognized as the superior of the pipe In 
a “social way," 

But “liberty to smoke” is not yet unl- 
versal In Germany or elsewhere In 
Berlin, Munich and other capitals, in- 
cluding Vienna, army officers and soldiers 
forbidden to smoke in the principal 
ativets through which members of the 
royal family are liable to drive, If in 
other streets they see a royal carriage 
proaching, they must throw away their

Acting upon the principle enunciated by 
Judge McDougall, two Magistrates in the 
County of York not long since imposed a 
penalty ‘‘for an infraction of the proyincial 
law on vendors of a so-called beer, which, 
on analysis, showed 2 43 and 2.66 per cent. 
of alcohol. The stuff, under the name of 
regal beer, has been sold in considerable 
quantities in the proyince of Ontario, and 
seems to be of much the same nature as 
that which has been sold in Quebec, and 
in regard to which legal questions have 
arisen. The Ontario authorities alleged 
two reasons for their prosecution, first, 
that the stuff was intoxicating in itself, and 
second, that it was calculated to create a 
taste in the user for stronger drinks, it be- 
ing further added that its unlicensed sale 


ing of intoxicating lager at the place where 
it was sold. These last are incidental 
rather than direct reasons for condemning 
the stuff, but they evidently had their of- 
fect on the Ontario judicial mind.”

You unroll the scroll till you come to 
one of these seals, and then you go no 
farther until yon break that seal. Then 
unroll again until you come to another 
seal, and you can go no farther until you 
break that seal. Then you go on until all 
the seven seals aré broken and the con- 
tents of the entire scroll are revealed. 
Now, that scroll with seven seals held by 
the angel was the prophecy of what was 
to come on the earth. It meant that the 
knowledge of the future was with God,. 
and no man and no angel was worthy to 
open it, but the Bible says Christ opened 
it and broke all the seyen seals, He broke 
the first seal and unrolled the soroll, and 
there was o picture of a white horse, and 
that meant prosperity and triumph for 
the Roman Empire, and so if really came 
to pass that for 90 years virtuous emper- 
ors succeeded each other—Nerva, Trajan 
and Antoninus.

Wait till Christ breaks the scal to find 
out whether in your own personal life or 
the life of the nation or the life of the 
world it {s going to be the white horse of 
prosperity or the red horse of war) or the 
black horse of famine. You will soon 
enough see him paw and hear him neigh. 
Take care of the present, and the future 
will take care of itself. If a man live 70 
years, his biography is in a scroll having 
nt least seven seals. And lot him not 
during tho first ten years of hia life try

Archdeacon Bedford Jones presented 
the mission report. Notwithstanding the 
efforts made by the members of the board 
there was considerable falling off in thé 


collections. Mr. O'Loughlin ‘said that

The mission report further showed a 
diminution in the finances, forthe past 
yoar, especially in the parochial fund. 

Edw. J. B. Pense presented the report 
of the sub-committee appointed to consider 
the necessity of more generous support of 
the diocesan missioa fund, in view of in- 
creasing dekt, and the recent reduction of 
missionaries’ stipends, offering these re- 
commendations: A systematic and thorough 
canvassing of the whole diocese by one 
clergyman for each Rural Deanery to take 
place and to supersede the old system of 
missionary deputations ; that the work be 
carried on earlier in the year, beginning in 
the autumn with Sunday addresses where 
practicable, and by a personal canvass to 
raise the standard of giving in each parish. 


Somediscussion took place on the sugges- 
tion of tle mission board to unite Frank- 
ford with Stirling. His grace pointed out 
that he was in a very bad predicament if 
he unite’ the two places when Frankford 
opposed it. William Connor appeared on 
bebalf of the Frankford congregation, pro- 
testing against being united to Stirling, 
and stated that the people would guaran- 
tee $500 to a resideno clergyman. The 
matter was left to a committee of one 
clefgyman and one layman, who should 
visit the places, confer with the clergyman 
and people of each place, and report to the 
Archbishop. 

Rey. J. W. Jones moved that the re- 
port of the classification committee be ra- 
ferred back, and that the grants to mis- 
sions be made the same as last year, except 
Tamworth, which is to be reducad by fifty 
dollars. 


H. Briscoe thought it. was a disgrace 
that educated clergymen should haye to go 
outein the back country, and there eke out 
a living large enough only to give them 
bread and butter. 

Rev. W. W, Burton, of Madoc, brought 
to the attention of the Archbishop that’ in 
the Rural Deanery of Hastings the ayorage 
salary of the missionaries for ight years 
past has been $442.99, and of the Rural 
Deanery of Frontenac, $507.51. He 
thought that some parishes received too 
large a grant from the mission fund, when 
poorer parishes did nob receive as much. 


THE LAYMEN’S \SSOCIATION. 


A meeting of the Laymen’s Association 
was held Wednesday evening at eight 
o'clock, Edw. J. B.. Pense, President, in 
the chair. This association was formed 
last year, and its object is to second the 
efforts of the clergy in advancing the 
church’s interests. 


B.S, O'Loughlin read a paper on the 
conGition of the Church of Wogland, es- 
pecially in the rural districts. He called 
special attention tothe strength of Pres- 
byterian and Methodist denominations in 
theso districts, and the zeal of their mem- 
bers and adherents, in contrast to that, 
numerically and Zotberwise, of the Church 
of Ecgland. : 


Dr. Smythe said that the great reason 
that the Church of England was lagging 
behind both in Rural Districts and also in 
the cities was because of the lack of inter- 
est taken in religious work by the laymen. 


Addresses were also gixen by H. Briscoe 
and R. W. Lloyd, Deserouto ; J. W. Hen: 
stridge, Portsmouth ; Canon Grout, New- 
boro ; Canon Burke, Belleville, and Dr. 
R. T. Walkem, Q.0. 

The constitution,as prepared by commit- 
tee was adopted with little change. HE. J. 
B. Pense was elected president and a Com- 
mittee consisting of Judge McDonald, Dr.

Strauge Use of Morsos. . 


Horses played a curious part in one 
feature of the siege of Lucknow during 
the Indian mutiny, in August, 1867. The 
rebels, between July and September, did 
thelr very utmost to broach the defences 
of the Residency by mining. They drove 
no fewer than 87 distinct and separate 
mines, and of all these only one was suc- 
cessful in making a breach, so vigilant 
was the detonce. The success of this mine 
was due to thé prosence of the horses of 
tho Sikh cavalry, which were picketed in 
what was called the “Sikh square.’’ 
Their incessant stamping and pawing, a8 
tho flies teased them at their pickets, so 
completely smothered the sound of the 
mining tools that tho rebels were enabled 
to drive the gullory right up. under the 
wall, and explode a charge which destroy- 
ed 80 fect of 16. Fortunately the mutineors 
flred the mine by daylight, and were not 
roady to storm the breach it made, The 
garrison thus were able to hold the party 
that did attack ab bay until the breach 
was barricaded, It was an ingenious idea 
to make usé of the nolse made by restless 
horses to cover the sound of pick and 
shovel. It will be remembered that the 
besiegers of Chitral betrayed their at- 
tempt to drive a mine by tho extravagant 
noise of the band they  establishea close 
to the work, in order to drown tho nolse 
of tholr tools,
